LONDON, Feb. 15 (R)— -Gold rose to its 
highest for nearly’ two years Tuesday as the 
dollar lost some of its rdcent str e n g t h hud 
eased against all major currencies. 

At the London morning fix by bullion 
houses, gctid-was quoted at ^ S51 1 .50 an ounce, 
nearly $10 above Monday's dose and its best 
level since April 9,1 98 L The afternoon fix- 
ing price was slightly; lower at. $509.-25. / . 

The dollar weakened againstitbe West 
German mark, trading at 2.3950 marks 
nearly two pfennigs. down from Monday. ' 

Dealers .said European foreign exchange 
markets were nervous in expectation of a cut, 
possibly "this week, in the U.S. discount rate 
and uncertainty over what Federal Reserve 
Board Chairman Paul VdckerwiH say when 
he testifies to Congress Wednesday. 

- The dollar dipped below two Swiss francs, 
buying 1.9880 francs after 2.0182 at Mon- 
day’s close. Sterling was one cent stronger at 
SI .5493, while the French franc gained eight 
centimes at 6.7900 to the dollar. 

April gold futures were trading at around 
S5 18.50 an ounce, aod analysts said the metal 
was. moving in a resistance band around . 
$510-510, which if broken could signal an 
advance of up to $50. 


Seek end 
to Gulf 
war, U.S. 
tells Iraq 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 (AJFP) - The 
United States has called on Iraq to negotiate 
with Iran a settlement of their 2 Vi -year-old 
war — in the interest of stability in the Gulf. 

- Secretary of State George Shultz on Mon- 
day made this appeal to Iraqi Foreign Minis- 
ter Saddotm Hammadi, who was in Washing- 
ton on a private visit, an American official 
said. 

Shultz also told Hammadi that the United 
States will continue' to stay neutral in tbe war 
and refuse to furnish military supplies to 
either side. Iraq inflicted severe losses on the 
Iranian Army last week in stopping the latest 
offensive, American military specialists said. 

They said the Tehran leaders apparently 
counted on a rapid and successful assault 
aimed at cutting tbe Baghdad-Basra High- 
way 60 kins from Iran's border. Pentagon 
experts said the Iranians were poorly equip- 
ped to cross the Tigris River. 

“If the Iranians had succeeded in taking 
the highway Jte Ayatollah (Khomeini) would 
have dealt a severe blow to Iraq as it is a vital 
link between Baghdad and tbe other Gulf 
states which have given Iraq a substantial 
amount of military aid," Col. William 
Staudenmaier of the U.S. Military Academy 
Said- 

The American analysts were especially 
surprised by Iraq’s hesitation in using its 
advanced fighter-bombers which outnumber 
Iranian aircraft four to one. "We don't 
understand why the Iraqis didri t use their 
Soviet MiGs and their French Mirage planes 
more often and more efficiently, especially 
since many of Iran's American-built fighters 
are no longer operational. 

The land war between Baghdad and 
Tehran appears to be a war of attrition in 
which troop morale oould be »he decisive fac- 
tor, Pentagon sources said. The American 
analysts said the recent Iranian offensive was 
not the first time that Tehran's forces have 
suffered heavy fosses. 



Maggie pleads 
for Pym’s visit 

DOHA, Feb. 1 5 ( AP) — British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher was said here Monday to have asked 
King Fahd to reschedule a postponed visit to the King- 
dom by Foreign Secretary Frands Pym. 

Tbe Qater News Agency, in a report from London 
quoting “British diplomatic sources,” said the request 
was communicated to Fahd Sunday by James Craig, 

London's ambassador to Riyadh. Margaret Thatcher 

Craig delivered a message to the King which expressed Thatcher’s regret over the deterio- 
ration of Saudi-British relations in recent months, particularly rbe cancellation of Pym's 
schedued Gulf tour in Jannaxy because of a political controversy over the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization, the report said. * 

Thatcher has refused to meet any PLO official until the organization accepts Israel right 
to exist. This position has led to repeated postponements of a visit to London by a seven- 
member Arab League delegation and to a Saudi statement that Pym would not be welcome, 
with the British government eventually opting to put off indefinitely Pym's Gulf tour. 

The British prime minister’s message reportedly sought to convince Fahd the stance on the 
PLO was to the advantage of the cause of peace in the Middle East, citing in this connection 
Britain’s authoring of United Nations resolution 242 of 1967. accepted to this day as the 

main basis for an eventual Arab-Israeii settlement 
v, 

Army deployed to restore 
Gemayel’s writ in E. Beirut 


BEIRUT, Feb. 15 (Agencies) — 
Thousands of Lebanese government troops 
Tuesday took over security duties in East 
Beirut from the Christian militiamen who 
have ruled there since the civil war of 1975- 
76. 

The move, carried out under a new gov- 
ernment decree giving the army sweeping 
powers to maintain law and order, symbol- 
ized the return of government authority to 
the whole of Beirut for the first time in eight 
years. 

The government had been able to recover 
control of West Beirut last September after 
Israel invaded Lebanon and besieged West 
Beirut. 

Christian sources said the army deploy- 
ment was negotiated with the militiamen, 
who are now forbidden from moving around 
East Beirut in military vehicles, wearing 
uniform or carrying weapons. 

But the sources said the militia headquar- 
ters would remain where it is in the heart of 
East Beirut.

NATO rejects Soviet offer 


BRUSSELS. Feb. 15 (Agencies) — The 
NATO allies have officially rejected as 
inadequate the latest Soviet proposal . on 
curbing medium-range nuclear missiles and 
regard Moscow’s attitude at the Geneva arms 
control talks as disappointing. NATO does 
not expect any new moves from the Soviet 
Union until after the West German elections 
next month but it is not excluding the possibil- 
ity that Moscow is considering a serious com- 
promise proposal, diplomats said. 

U.S. and Western European officials have 
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reaffirmed that the burden is now on the 
Soviet Union toputforward“an interim solu- 
tion” to the problem of intermediate-range 
nuclear missiles in Europe. 

* The conviction that it is Moscow that must 
now come forward with a new proposal to 
counter the “zero option” of U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan was reinforced over the past 
several days in statements by officials here 
and in Washington. 

But a European diplomat, speaking after a 
meeting here of a consultative group respons- 
ible for preparing the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization (NATO) position at U.S.- 
Soviet Euromissile talks in Geneva, said the 
possibility of compromise has emerged. 

The diplomat, who asked not to be named, 
said that during the recent European tour of 
U.S. Vice President George Bush, European 
leaders stressed their determination to 
implement tbe zero option but urged the 
United States to explore all Soviet ideas that 
might lead to such a goal. 

“But for the moment," he added, “the 
situation is blocked.” Gting “the total 
absence of any kind of interim solution” from 
Moscow and the Soviet rejection of the zero 
option, he said “it would seem difficult to 
reach an accord before NATO begins to 
deploy its missiles this autumn.” 

In Washington, White House spokesman 
Larry Speak es said the United States has “no 
specific plans at present” for making “an 
interim proposal” in Geneva. His comment 
fallowed a statement by Bush that Reagan 
was studying such a possibility in light of sug- 
gestions from Western European leaders. . 

“If the Soviets make a serious proposal,” 
he said, “we will look at it. If anything 
enhances our chances to get to our final goal, 
we will look at it.” 

President Reagan's zero option calls for 
the Soviet Union to dismantle its arsenal of 
600 medium-range nudear missiles in 
exchange for a decision by NATO not to 
deploy 572 U.S.-made Pershing U and Cruise 
rockets in five Western European countries 
later this year. 

NATO intends to install the missiles if an 
accord with Moscow on reducing the number 
of medium-range nudear weapons is not 
readied.

By mid-moming the government troops 
had set up sandbagged checkpoints with 
armored personnel carriers on main roads 
leading into East Beirut and its suburbs. 

Meanwhile, military sources denied 
reports Tuesday from Israel that the Leban- 
ese government had agreed that the Israeli- 
backed militia of renegade Maj. Saad Had- 
dad should become part of the regular 
Lebanese army. 

"There are discussions going on within the 
context of the (U.S.. Israeli arid Lebanese) 
negotiations. But definitely no agreement 
whatsoever has been reached on the issue,” 
said the sources, who asked not to be named. 

The sources said that Ge may el’s govern- 
ment had indicated in the past that the 300 
former soldiers who have been with Haddad 
in southern Lebanon since he broke away 
from the army in the 1975-76 Civil War 
might be pardoned and taken bade into the 
arm y. 

France, Italy 
agree on summit 

PARIS. Feb. 15 (R) — Italian Prime 
Minister Amintore Fanfani Tuesday 
accepted a French proposal for a summit con- 
ference erf Western Mediterranean slates that 
would concentrate on problems raised by 
enlargement of the European Community. 

President Francois Mitterrand of France, 
concerned by the repercussions for southern 
Europe of entry by Spain and Portugal into 
the community, proposed the idea of a 
Mediterranean littoral summit while on a 
visit to Morocco last month. 

Speaking at a press conference after a 
two-day meeting with Mitterrand devoted to 
strengthening Franco-Italian ties. Fanfani 
said his government was favorable to the 
proposal. 

Mitterrand answering questions, said 
France was still sounding out North African 
and European countries over the meeting 
which would probably not take place until 
after the next Western economic summit in 
late May. French officials said it had not yet 
been decided which countries should attend. 

Mitterrand said the meeting would tackle 
issues raised by community enlargement for 
European countries as well as for Algeria. 
Tunisia and Morocco, already linked to 
southern Europe through trade and labor 
accords. 


Mrs. Gandhi shuffles cabinet anew 
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NEW DELHI, Feb. 15 (R) — Indian 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi reshuffled her 
cabinet for the second time in three weeks, 
dropping two ministers and shifting her 
information minister to t he steel portfolio. 

The changes were part of a continuing gov- 
ernment shake-up spurred by last month’s 
defeat of her ruling Congress (1) Party in local 
assembly elections in, two southern Indian 
states that were formerly party strongholds. 

Uke the previous reshuffle, Monday’s 
changes did not affect Mrs. Gandhi's senior 
ministers. In die ninth reshuffle since the 
65-year-old premier returned to power in 
1980, Communications Minister An ant 
Prasad Shanna and the minister of civil sup-

She moved information and Broadcasting 
Minister N.KP. Salve, a 61 -year-old taxation 
expert who took over the portfolio last Sep- 
tember, to the ministry of steel and mines.

Fight against Israel 

to continue - - Arafat 


ALGIERS. Feb. 1 5 (AP) — Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization Chairman Yasser 
Arafat vowed to pursue the political and 
military straggle against Israel “until a just 
peace has been achieved and the Palestinian 
flag is hoisted atop the mosques and churches 
of Jerusalem.” 

Addressing the 360-member Palestinian 
parliament- in-exile, Arafat reviled the 
United States for “instigating the Israeli 
aggression on Lebanon and the atrocious 
massacre of Palestinians and Lebanese” in 
the Beirut refugee camps of Sabra and 
Shatila. 

The week-long session of the Palestine 
National Council, meeting in the Interna- 
tional Conference Center, 24-kilometers 
west of the Algerian capital, is discussing for 
the first time the PLO's conditions for peace 
and mutual recognition with Israel. 

“Peace will be achieved by an independent 
decision of our people, taken through the 
barrel of a gun” Arafat shouted. The remark 
drew- tumultous applause from the delegates 
and from more than 3,000 invited guests 
from all parts of the world. 

The principal guest of honor was Algeria’s 
President Chadli Benjedid. 

“This meeting is held in open defiance of 
the American -Zionist conspiracy against our 
people and our revolution,” Arafat declared. 
“The Americans want to undermine our aspi- 
rations. liquidate the Palestine liberation' 
Organization and crush our struggle."

U.K.oil price 
cut imminent 

LONDON, Feb. 15 (R) - Britain is 
expected to cut the price of its North Sea oil 
Friday in tbe first such move by a major pro- 
ducer in the present oil glut crisis, industry 
sources said Tuesday. 

Britain's *iate oil t radii 4; company, the 
British National Oil Corporation (BNOC), 
Tuesday telexed customers that it expected to 
he in a position to make a recommendation 
on the North Sea price by Friday. 

Oil analysts said a British price cut would 
have an immediate effect on world oil price*- 
and could prompt swift action by the 13- 
member Organization of Petroleum Export- 
ing Countries (OPEC) to cut its own rates. 

BNOC would make no comment Tuesday 
on the size of the likely price cut. But industry 
sources anticipate a reduction of around 
$3.50 a barrel to put the price of British for- 
ties crude, pumped from offshore platforms 
due east of the Scottish mainland, at S30 a 
barrel. This compares with an official OPEC 
marker price of $34 a barrel and a S35.50 tag 
for comparable high quality African crudes. 


Reagan's Middle East peace plan which he 
has repeatedly described in the past as con- 
taining “positive points." The Reagan plan, 
calling for Palestinian self-government in 
association with Jordan, was to be intensively 
discussed by the PNC. 

Arafat exalted “the spirit of national 
unity” among the PLO's eight constituent 
factions, declaring that “unity is the sole 
guarantee of victory.” 

“The independent Palestinian decision, 
free from any external pressure, is our only 
path to victory." Arafat said. “The armed 
struggle will be supplemented by political 
efforts.” 

He stressed that it was “vitally important” 
for the PLO to retain its independent 
decision- making power “without any guar- 
dianship or hegemony or containment by any 
power." 

Arafat addressed a message to the entire 
Arab world to “mobilize all your potential 
and face the challenge of destiny in this peril- 
ous stage of our straggle. I tell the Arab world 
that we want the peace of the strong, because 
there is no peace for the weak, nor can there 
be any peace for those who crawl.” 

■ He stressed “We do not fight for the sake 
of fighting, nor reject for the sake of rejec- 
tion. We figh t for ou r freedom and our peace . 

“ We turn to the whole world to stand by us 
against the Israeli aggression, and we reaf- 
firm that there will be no peace, no stability 
and no solution (in the Middle East) by step- 
ping over the Palestinian people and ignoring 
their basic, inalienable rights.” 

“The peace we seek is one of justice, the 
justice that satisfies our right to self- 
determination in an independent state with 
Jerusalem as its capital.” 

He said the PLO’s adherence to the princi- 
ple of confederation between Jordan and a 
Palestinian state to be established in the West 
Bank and Gaza “stems from our belief in 
total Arab unity." 

On Tuesday Arafat dashed bitterly with 
Ahmad Jehril. Palestinian informants said 
the two men became involved in an 
acrimonious exchange.

RIYADH. Feb. 15 (SPA) — King Fahd 
will dedicate the AI-Razi methanol plant in 
Jubail during National Industries week. The 
plant went into operation three days ago. 

A statement was made Monday by Dr. 
Ghazi Algosaibi, the minister of industry 1 and 
electricity and board chairman of the Saudi 
Arabian Basic Industries Corporation as he 
signed the contract for the creation of the 
National Industrial Gas Company with a pri- 
vate sector consortium. 

Dr. Algosaibi told reporters that industrial 
programs in Saudi Arabia were not affected 
by the reduction of oil production and price. 
Tlie projects were fully financed and the 
amounts allocated for them secured, he said., 
adding that production levels of gas fueling 
the country's industry will be- maintained, 
more than enough to cover the local needs. 

The minister said that among the major 
industrial projects to be opened during the 
week will be an iron and steel plant in Jubail. 


There will also be industrial exhibitions in the 
main cities and an intensive information 
campaign to acquaint the public with the 
progress of national industry. That campaign 
will continue after the week.

AMMAN. Feb. 15 (QNA) — Foreign

Prominent U.S. figures who will take part 
in the meeting include Vice President George 
Bush; the secretary of state; and defense, 
treasury and trade secretaries.

JEDDAH, Feb. 15 — A large fair of 
Spanish products will be held in Riyadh 
early next month and a high-level mission 
headed by the Minister for Economics, 
Finance and Commerce Mijuel Boyer will 
visit the Kingdom on that occasion, accord- 
ing to Ambassador Manuel Sassot. 

Sassot is leaving Jeddah on Thursday, 
after working for nearly three and a half 
years in the Kingdom, to take up his new 
assignment in Madrid as political affairs 
director general for Africa and the Asian 
. Continent. 

On the eve of his departure, he told Arab 
News that economic, political and cultural 
relations between the two countries are 
extremely good and are growing further 
rapidly. “The exchange of visits by high- 
level dignitaries and officials of both coun- 
tries helped strengthen further the relations 
between the two countries," Sassot said. 

The joint economic commission was set 
up between the two countries in 1977, fol- 
lowing the visit of Spain's King Juan Carlos 
to Saudi Arabia, said Sassot The last meet- 
ing of the commission was held in Riyadh 
and the date of the next meeting in Madrid 
is likely to be decided when Minister Boyer 
will visit the Kingdom early March, he 
added.

Mexico, which produces 300 million bar- 
rels of crude oil a day with half of its produc- 
tion being exported, will send a major offi- 
cial trade mission to the Kingdom in due 
course, he said. 

The ambassador said that his country, 
with 9b percent Catholic population, has 
only a small floating population in the 
Kingdom. Some 20 Mexicans are perma- 
nent residents here, he added.

ABU DHABI, Feb. 15 (AP) — The visit- 
ing Dutch foreign minister said his govern- 
ment supports the right of Palestinian people 
to self-detenninadon. The United Arab Emi- 
rates news agency WAM said Monday the 
Dutch position emerged at Van den Broek's 
official talks with UAE Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Rashid Abdullah. 

"The Netherlands follows a balanced Mid- 
dle East stand, within the framework of the 
European Community,” Van den Brock was 
quoted as saying. “This stand envisions the 
right of aO peoples in the region to live in 
peace, within secure borders, and the right of 
the Palestinian people to self- 
detenninadon.'' 

" Our country supports the position of Jor- 
dan in its contacts with the Palestine Libera- 


tion Organization, with the aim of coming out 
with a unified position enabling the two sides 
to enter negotiations on the Mideast peace 
process,” he was quoted as adding. “The 
PLO-Jordan contacts are important and 
beneficial.'' 

Both sides were cited as expressing sup- 
port for the Arab summit peace plan of last 
September, and as praising recent proposals 
by U.S. President Ronald Reagan fora Pales- 
tinian settlement. 

Abdullah urged the European groups to

just and lasting settlement" and to "show 
more understanding for the legitimate rights 
of the Palestinian people."

Chad vows to deter Libyan aim 


NDJ AMENA, Feb. 15 (AFP) — Chad can 
count on a 22,000 strong national army to 
halt “Libya's expansionist aims", Chadian 
Foreign Minister Idris Miskine said Tuesday. 

In an interview with Age nee France- 
Presse, Miskine gave previously unknown 
details on the Chadian national army formed 
last December by the government of Hissene 
Habre. 

For the first time Chad had a unified army 
under a single command, instead of factional 
militia, Miskine noted. Posts of responsibility 
had been allocated based purely on compe- 
tence, he said. 

Miskine said the Chadian government had 
“irrefutable proof’ that 12,000 Libyans and 
other Africans of Libya's “foreign legion" 
were currently deployed in northern Chad, in 
support of Goukouni, who set up an alterna- 
tive government near the Libyan border. 


Chad government forces had clashed with 
Libyan elements on Dec. 23 Gouro, inflicting 
heavy losses but suffering some wounded, 
Miskine indicated. The government troops 
now controlled the area, he said. 

Miskine said that the Libyan foreign legion 
included Congolese. Beninese, 700 former 
gendarmes from Katanga, which tried to 
break away from Zaire in the 1960s, and 500 
men from the movement led by Idi Lai a 
against the government of the Central Afri- 
can Republic. This force possessed eight 
military aircraft of Italian make, Miskine 
said. 

Miskine accused Congo of being a " Libyan 
satellite" in central Africa. " We know how 
the Libyan authorities manipulate Congolese 
leaders. We have all seen the insults the Con- 
golese have to take from the Libyans in every 
inter- African meeting,” he said.

Lubbers blocks 
anti-boycott bill 

THE HAGUE, Feb. 15 (Agencies) — 
Dutch Prime Minister Rud Lubbers took 
action to calm a political dispute over a 
proposed anti-boycott bill which would 
require companies to report attempts to 
make them observe a boycott of trading 
with Israel. 

The draft bill is supported by pro- 
Jewish groups in the Netherlands but 
Lubbers said Friday that it could not go 
forward for the time being. Announcing 
the delay, he referred to Israel's indirect 
role in last September's massacre of Pales- 
tinians in the Beirut refugee camps. 

Lubbers' linking of progress on the bill 
to Israeli policy angered the opposition 
Labor Party which demanded an 
emergency debate in parliament. 

The government's decision marked its 
ongoing drift away from strong official 
support of Israel since last summer’s inva- 
sion of Lebanon by the Jewish state.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 (Agendes) — 
The U.S. government Monday urged Israel 
and Lebanon to protect Palestinians follow- 
ing t]K discovery of some bodies in southern 
Lebanon. 

State Department spokesman Alan Rom- 
berg said: “We are extremely concerned by 
the current killings of Palestinian civilians 
and we have asked the Israeli and Lebanese 
authorities to try to stop new incidents.” 

Romberg said U.S. officials lacked infor- 
mation to confirm reports that the Palesti- 
nians were killed by Lebanese Christian 
militia. 

At United Nations headquarters in New 
York, U.N. Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar was examining what the U.N. 
could do to protea fixe refugees, a spokesman 
said. 

Perez de Cuellar “is following closely, and 
with great concern, the matter of the safety of 
Palestinians in Lebanon, and “is studying 
possible action that may be taken by the U.N. 
in this regard,” the spokesman said. 

The spokesman, Francois Giuliani, made 
the announcement two days after the U.N. 
Relief and Works Agency for Palestine 
Refugees — UNRWA, for short — said 15 
bodies had been found in recent weeks near a 
ruined refugee camp adjoining Sidon. Many 
were identified as those of refugees. 

Giuliani said Perez de Cuellar was consid-

“I don’t think the Soviets are happy about their position there," he told reporters at a 
breakfast sponsored by the quarterly magazine Foreign Policy.

HAMBURG. West Germany, Feb. 15 
( AP) — Soviet leader Yuri Andropov turned 
the KGB into “an extremely professional 
organization’’ which collects information on 
the plans of other governments and tries to 
infiltrate Western peace movements. 

'“It is the most comfortable for the Soviets 
to use the Communist Parties and pro- 
Communist organizations in Europe .... 1 
speak about the Communist parties and 
covert organizations which give themselves 
neutral names like “Young Women for 
Peace” or “suchlike,” former KGB Maj. 
Stanislaw Lewtsbenko was quoted as telling 
the Hamburg-based News magazine Der 
Spiegel of the Soviet intelligence and security 
organization. 

“The KGB has changed drastically indeed 
during the past ten years ... I was there when 
an official of the central committee of the 
Communist Party of the Soviet Union, 
immediately after signing of the so-called 
final act of Helsinki 1975, gave a speech and 
evaluated the entire agreement in an 
extremely cynical fashion,” Lewtshenko told 
the magazine in an interview in Washington. 

“Even before the final Helsinki document, 
the so-called human rights basket, was 
signed, the Soviets were determined to cheat, 
□ever to open a door to Western Europe fora 
real exchange of information, journalists, 
tourists and so on,” Lewtspenko was quoted 
as saying. 

The KGB defector, who was with the 
Soviet secret service for nine years, defected 
from his Tokyo job in 1 979 and arrived in 
Washington recently to report to the U.S. 
House of Representatives’ Permanent Secret 
Service Committee. 

He said Andropov, when still chief of the 
KGB, "was fond of liberally organized meas- 
ures abroad,” where, “many Soviet agents do 
not even know that they work for the KGB."

Earthquake deaths fall 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 (AP) — Earth- 
quake deaths fell substantially last year, 
although there were more significant quakes, 
according to the U.S. Geological Survey. 

Geophysicist Waverly Person said there 
were 3,338 deaths from earthquakes worl- 
dwide in 1982, down from 5,239 the year 
before and significantly below the ann ual 
average of 10,000 fatalities. 

Eves so. Person noted that there were 56 
“significant” quakes reported during the 
year, just about average but six more than the 
year before. 

The survey defines a significant quake as 
one registering 6.5 or more on the Richter 
scale or one of smaller force that causes sig- 
nificant damage or casualties. The Richter 
scale is a measure of the force of a quake as 
shown by ground motion. Each increase of 
one whole number indicates an increase of 10 
times in strength. A quake of 6.5 can cause

Rebels isolate 
Salvador city 


SAN SALVADOR, Feb. 15 (AP) — Lef- 
tist guerrillas isolated a strategic city in 
northeastern El Salvador and at least 33 per- 
sons were reported killed in heavy weekend 
fighting, military sources and residents said 
Monday. 

An o tiier 24 civilians, mostly poor peasants 
caught in crossfire, were reported missing. 
National police said government troops from 
nearby garrisons managed to dislodge rebels 
who blocked the road from San Salvador to 
Suchitoto. 43 bolometers to the northeast, 
after intense gun battles Monday morning 
Military sources said the guerrillas began 
blocking the road Friday in at least two loca- 
tions and said traffic was still halted. 

Reponers who tried to enter the area at 
raidmorning were stopped by armed troops at 
the Sudo River, 22 kilometers north of the 
capital, who said there was still fi ghting 
ahead. One source there said the guerrillas 
had reoccupied one high point overlooking 
the road. 

Suchitoto, on the shores of Lake Sudxitlan, 
is near two huge hydroelectric dams that pro- 
vide half of the country’s electridty. The 
attacks since Friday appeared to be part of a 
major guerrilla hit-and-run offensive. Army 
troops deployed along the road said they 
expected new attacks at any time. 

At least five civilians were killed when 
guerrillas threw a bomb at a truck loaded with 
sorghum on the road near La Bermuda, 35 
kilometers northeast of the capital on Friday, 
setting it on fire, a justice of the peace in 
Suchitoto reported. 

The justice, who asked not to be identified 
for security reasons, said one of the victims 
was former Suchitoto Mayor Araulso Padilla, 
58. who was driving the vehide.

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Feb. 15 (AP) 
— The condition of artificial heart recipient 
Barney Clark was upgraded from serious to 
fair on Monday and he was moved from the 
intensive care unit to a private room, hospital 
officials say. 

“He no longer requires intensive care and 
this move is seen as a first step in adapting 
him to home care,” said John Dwan, spokes- 
man for the University of Utah Medical 
Center. Clark, 62, in his 75fo day on the 
Jarvik-7 heart, still suffers mild kidney and 
breathing problems, Dwan said. 

Clark had not needed to be on a respirator 
for a week, but he still was weak and easily 
tired, Dwan said. “ It was thought that moving 
him to a private room will facilitate the work 
of (Clark's) physical and occupational 
therapist and provide a more normal and 
restful environment in which to regain his 
strength,” Dwan said. 


VIENNA, Feb. 15 (AP) — Bulgaria, 
which has come under attack in the shooting 
of Pope John Paul II, published a report 
|' Monday suggesting the pope's predecessor 
had been poisoned. 

The official news agency BTA. which has 
taken foe counteroffensive against Western 
allegations that Bulgarian agents were 
involved in the May 15, 1981. shooting of 
John Paul II, cited “contradictions” about 
the death of John Paul 1 in a report received 
here Monday. 

Bulgaria has long denied any guilt in the 
assassination attempt, but Monday's article 
contained new and pointed inferences 
about Vatican politics and the death of the 
first John Paul. It was dated Feb. 11 and 
transmitted Monday. No reason was given 
for tiie time lag. 

John Paul I died Sept. 28, 1978, after a .

Paul I), patriarch of Venice until his elec- 
tion as a pontiff, had left no lasting trace in 
foe politics, of foe Vatican, but he hinted 
firmly of his intentions and qualities and 
probably tins had cost him his life,” foe 
artide said.

Scypion pounds out 
verdict over Fletcher 


NEW YORK, Feb 15 (R) — Argentine 
Juan Domingo Roldan and American Wil- 
ford Scypion look set to be ‘Marvelous’ Mar- 
vin Hagletis next challengers for the world 
middleweight boxing crown after Frank “The 
AnimaT 5 Fletcher’s surprise defeat Monday. 
Hagler and Fletcher, ranked second by both 
the World Boxing Association (WBA) and 
the World Boxing Council (WBC)., had 
already signed 0 fight for the tide on May 20. 

But two days after Hagler’s ruthless sixth- 
round defeat of Britain’s Tony Sibson in 
Worcester, Massachusetts, Fletcher was out- 
pointed by Scypion in Atlantic City — and 
lost his title shot in the process.

The slow- 
moving but hard-hitting Argentine stopped 
American Wilbur Hendersen in the seventh 
round of a scheduled 10-round bout on the 
same bill as the Hagler-Sibson fight on Fri- 
day. 

Scypion, 26, who boasts a record of 26 wins 
and throe defeats, is ranked sixth by the WBC 
but is unranked by the WBA. He dictated 
most of the fight against Fletcher, taking full 
advantage of his longer reach. “Thank the 
stars that I was in shape and that 1 took this 
fight seriously,” he said. “Now the people 
know what WDford Scypion is about”

Rescued yachtsman 
to be flown back home 

SYDNEY, Feb. 15 (AFP) — Rescued 
French lone yachtsman Jacques de Roux will 
rendezvous with the French destroyer Henri 
in the southern Pacific ocean, and be taken to 
Papeete, Tahiti. 

The 44-year-old submarine.commander 
from Cherbourg is then expected to fly back 
to France within the next week. A New Zea- 
land amateur radio operator learned this 
momingof the plan to transfer de Roux to the 
destroyer from the British yacht, Perservar - 
once of Medina, which rescued him last Fri- 
day. 

Perservenmce of Medina, sailed by Richard 
Broadbead, is also an entrant in the BOC 
Single-Handed Around the World Yacht 
race. The radio call from Broadbead indi- 
cated that de Roux’s boat Skmem JB was on 
the verge of sinking when he dragged the 
skipper from the boat 

De Roux, who abandoned his 12.5 meter 
(40 feet) cutter with only the clothes he was 
wea ring, is in good condition but still suffer- 
-ing from fatigue caused by almost three days 
of frantic efforts to keep his boat afloat .1. 

>- ; Broadbead said Skoiemlll was holed when 
it was completely rolled in giant seas between 
New Zealand and Cape Horn on the 60 
degree parallel south. The French yachtsman 
reported waves of between 1 5-20 meters (50 
to 65 feet) at the height of the storm, which 
luckily calmed down before the rescue 
attempt. 

De Roux lost all radio contact with the fleet 
and was unaware that Broadbead had begun 
his 320 raQe (515 kms) dash south until he 
spotted the British boat coming alongside for 
the pickup. The French naval base in Papeete 
despatched the Henri last Friday to assist in 
the rescue operations when grave fears were 
held for De Roux's safety. Broadhead will 
continue the race, now in its third-leg from 
Sydney to Rio de Janeiro, Brazil.

striker Sarabia spearhead a team which 
indudes only three survivors from the World 
Cup squad — goalkeeper Arconada and 
defenders Camacho and GordOlo. The dutch 
line up indudes defender Ruud Kro), the one 
surviving member from those heady days of 
success in the mid-seventies. 

Rijvers has also induded Johnny Metgod, 
who plays for Spain’s Real Madrid, along 
with midfielder Dick Sdxoenaker, who was 
passed fit after a training session inZeistlast 
week.

Tight security on cards in 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 15 (Agencies) — 
Police and private security officers wiD pro- 
vide security at the 1 984 Olympic Games, an 
official said. 

Duane R. Baker, an assistant director of 
security for the Games, declined to reveal 
how big the security contingent would be, but 
he indicated that the number of officers at the 
Los Angeles Games probably will exceed the 
17,0Uti who worked at the 1976 Olympic 
Games in Montreal. 

Baker told a gathering of Los Angeles 
County reserve peace officers that their help 
would be needed during the Games. Sworn 
law enforcement officers" Will have the more 
difficult tasks," be said, while private security 
officers will be assigned to fixed posts such as 
gates and locker rooms. 

Baker said the Los Angeles Olympic 
Organizing Committee already has signed a 
contract with the Los Angeles Police 
Department and will soon have a contract 
with the County Sheriff s Department. 


The Olympic committee will reimburse 
smaller police departments such as Arcadia, 
Pasadena and Long Beach for security for the 
events in their areas. Baker noted. 

Meanwhile, with the words, “start the 
press” from U.S. President Ronald Reagan, 
the U.S. mint struck the first of 52 minion 
commemorative Olympic coins expected to 
raise money for two Olympic committees. 

U.S. mint director Donna Pope, talking 
with Reagan via telephone, pushed the two 
buttons to start the press that will strike the 
50 million 1983 and 1984 silver dollar and 
two million 1984 gold $10 coins. 

The coins, the first-ever Olympic com- 
roemoratives minted in the United States, are 
expected to raise as much as $200 million to 
be divided evenly between the U.S. and Los 
Angeles Olympic committees. The silver dol- 
lars are the first 90 percent silver coins 
minted in the United States since 1964 and 
the 90 percent gold coins are the first minted 
since 1934.

Los Angeles 

Although the Seoul Summer Olympics are 
still five and half years away, South Korea is 
already busy getting ready. Not only axe the 
Koreans at work building the necessary 
sports facilities, they are also smartening up 
the Han river, which flows by the main venire 
for the 1 988 Olympiad. 

A large sports complex, featuring a 
100, 000- sealer main stadium, a 30,000- 
seater ball park, an indoor swimming pool 
and a gy mnasium, is scheduled for comple- 
tion around the end of the year. Construction 
work started three years ago with a view to 
hosting the Asian Gaines in Seoul in 1986. 

A few kilometers east of the main stadium, 
work will start this year on a new national 
sports complex. The complex will comprise a 
velodrome and three gymnasiums for gym- 
nastics, fencing and table tennis. An apart- 
ment complex is being built nearby as the 
Olympic Village for some 13,000 athletes 
and a press village for about 8.000 foreign 
newsmen expected here in 1988. These 
apartments wiD be sold for private occupancy 
when the Olympics are over. 

No less important is an ambitious 
development project aimed at converting the 
now hopelessly polluted and desolate Han 
river into a beautiful river by the time foreign 
athletes and tourists flock to the city. 

Work has just begun to change a 36- 
kflometcr (22 miles) stretch of the river near 
the Olympic sports complex into a cruise 
channel. A 287-kilomctcr ( 1 80 miles) sew- 
age pipeline is to be laid to divert for proper 
treatment the several million tons of sewage 
now being dumped into the river annually. 

When the $464 minion project is com- 
pleted, the dead and stinking Han river will 
again be filled with fish and pleasure boats. 
Parks are to be built along the projected 
waterway, with various recreational facilities 
including angling sites and jogging courses as 
well as a regatta course for the Olympics. 

City planners believe the rite wiD become a 
favorite outing spot for Seoul” s eight million 
people. Meanwhile, the Seoul Olympic 
Organizing Committee insists that hosting 
the 1988 Olympics will pose few financial 
problems, contrary to fears expressed by cri- 
tics. 

India will seek support for her bid to host 
tire 1992 Olympic Games when the 86th 
International Olympic Committee meets in 
New Delhi next month, president of the 
country’s Olympic committee Raja Bhalin- 
der Singh said. 

Singh said that with the success of the ninth 
Asian Games held here in November and the 
government’s continued support for sports, 
be saw no reason why India's request should 
not be approved. The final decision will be 
taken in 1986 at the international committee 
session in Seoul, the venue for the 1988 
Olympics. 


Derby agree to pay Bradford 


DERBY, England, Feb. 15 (Agencies) — : 
English Second Division soccer dub Derby 
County Tuesday agreed to pay Bradford City 
5 6,000 pounds compensation for" poaching” 
team manager Roy McFarland and coach 
Mick.Jones from the Third Division team. 

A football League inquiry Monday 
ordered Derby to pay tire amount and club 
chairman Mike Watterson said Tuesday: "! 
only want to put this whole business behind 
me.” Bradford City, who fought compensa- 
tion of 200,000 pounds, wiD be appealing 
against the decision, their chairman Bob 
Martin said. 

It is the first time that one league chib has 
been forced to pay compensation since a new 
regulation was brought into tire rules a year 
ago. Derby had already been fined 10,000 
pounds by a previous league commission for 
enticing McFarland and his assistant Mick 
Jones away from Bradford and they bad 14 
days in which ot appeal against tire latest 
decision. But Derby abstained from appeal- 
ing. 

Meanwhile, the government wfll conduct a 
survey to find out if tire public wants Mexico 
to host the 1986 World Cup Soccer Champ- 
ionship, the official El Nackmal newspaper 
reported in Mexico City, and the results 
should be in within 20 days. 

It quoted sports undersecretary Fernando 
Alanis Camino as saying he had also asked 
the news media to help sound, out public opin- 
ion. Alanis Camino said be would interpret 
an indifferent response as meaning that Mex- 
icans disapprove of the idea of hosting the 
tournament. He noted that tire 1982 World 
Cup tournament in Spain ended in the black. 
Mexico is in the midst of its worst economic 
recession. 

The International Soccer • Federation is 


looking for a host nation for the 1986 tour- 
nament because the government of Colom- 
bia, the scheduled boa, withdrew its support 
last year. Mexico, Canada, Brazil and tire 
United States have expressed interest in tak- 
ing Colombia's place. 

Rafael Del Castillo, president of the pri- 
vate Mexican Soccer Federation, has said the 
government gave him tire “green light” to 
seek the tournament and added that costs 
would be minimal because no new facilities 
would have to be built. 

Mexico hosted tire World Cup in 1 970 and 
wiD host tire International Soccer Federa- 
tion's youth tournament in June. The Mem- 
can Soccer Federation is studying the 
notebook of the international federation’s 
re quirements fo r a host nati on.

White, 
who won the Florida Lady Citrus and tire 
Coca-Cola Classic in 1980, pulled into a tie 
with MiDerwith a birdie on the 14th bole and 
took the lead when Miller bogeyed the par 
three, 140-yard 17tb. 

MiDer, charing her first professional vic- 
tory, finished at three-under, 285 in a tie with 
Carner and Lopez, who was trying ro become 
the youngest $1 million winner on the tour.

Sax, who won both of tus opening ties at the 
event failed to contain the champion who, 
thanks to his victory over the Hungarian, is 
now in fourth place with a game in hand and 
just half- a- point behind the leaders. 

A draw against Soviet opponent Efim Gel- 
ler was enough, - -to enable Ulf -Anderson of 
Sweden to share the leadership with Sax on 
two points. 


Shergar’s kidnapping big blow to Ireland 


DUBLIN, Feb. 15 (R) — The kidnapping 
of the champion racehorse Shergar from an 
Irish stud has cast a doud over die Irish 
bloodstock industry, a bright spot in an 
otherwise lack-luster economy. 

Shergar, winner in six of his eight races 
inducting the English and Irish Derbys, was 
snatched from the Aga Khan's BaDymana 
Stud west of Dublin by armed men last Tues- 
day. His whereabouts are still a mystery and 
there is growing anxiety within the country 
and breeding drdes about how this could hit 
a multi- million -dollar industry. 

Peter McKeever, managing director of the 
Curragh Bloodstock Agency, near the 
racecourse of fee same name, said: “The kid- 
napping could have quite a serious effect on 
the whole Irish economy.” Some breeders 
fear that wealthy foreign horse-owners, 
attracted to Ireland by its traditional exper- 
tise, favorable dimate and tax concessions, 
may be frightened off. 

It was reported here feat fee Aga Khan, 
with a breeding empire of some 200 mares 
and large numbers of shares in syndicated 
stallions such as Shergar, chose Ireland over 
the United States where he had more lucra- 
tive offers. While he raised 10 million sterling 
($15 million) tty selling 34 shares in Shergar 
and keeping six, he could have earned over 
$30 minion syndicating fee horse in America. 

There is much at stake in Irish horse- 
breeding. One estimate put the value of fore- 
ign investments and breeding fees at over 100 
million pounds ($137 million) a year, though 
the real figure may be much more. Captain 
Sean Berry of fee Irish Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association described it as a 
“muJti-multi-milli on -pound industry” con- 
centrated in about 20 top stud farms scat- 
tered around fee country. Apart from fee 


money, it provides employment, directly or 
indirectly, for some 50,000 people in a coun- 
try where 14.5 percent of fee work force are 
without jobs. 

According to Captain Berry, Ireland 
exports some 80 percent of its Thorough- 
breds, malting it the second largest bloods- 
tock exporter after the United States. Sher- 
gar was due to cover up to 55 mares, at 
70,000 pounds ($95,000) a time, during the 
six-month breeding season which began last 
Monday. So far he has shown remarkable 
fecundity, getting 40 of last season's 42 mares 
in foal and he became a father for fee first 
time last week. 

During fee season a prize stallion is put on 
a special diet of up to 14 pounds (six kgs) of 
oats and half a bundle of bay a day and is 
exercised regularly to keep him fit. If Shergar 
is not recovered soon, a whole year's revenue 
could be lost to his owners and there is a 


danger that he may lose bis mating urge if 
kept away from mares for too long, experts 
said. Captain Berry said the kidnapping was 
unlikely to have major long-term consequ- 
ences for fee industry. 

The Irish breeding industry is concentrated 
in two main areas — around the Curragh, in 
County Kildare, where the Aga Khan’s stud 
is situated and in Tipperary, where Ireland's 
leading racehorse trainer Vincent O'Brian is 
based. One attraction is tax exemption for 
stallions’ fees, a cosiderable draw. 

Captain Berry conceded feat security at 
studs, which has generally been relatively 
relaxed compared to security at racing 
stables, would have to be tightened. But 
best-siting racing mystery writer Dick Fran- 
cis, himself a former jockey, said fee security 
problem at studs was not peculiar to Ireland 
but was world-wide. And something soon has 
to be done about it.

U.S. -European rifts darken economic summit prospects

BRUSSELS — 

Continuing sharp differences between the United 
Stares and its Western European allies over East- 
West trade policy and farm export subsidies are 
a gain raising trans-Atlantic tensions and darkening 
hopes for a successful Western economic summit in 
Williamsburg, Virginia, in May. 

The Reagan administration, as host for the 
seven-nation meeting, would like to avoid the 
squabbles that marred last year’s summit at Versail- 
les and demonstrate unity in the alliance at a time 
when massive protests may gather momentum 
against the West’s planned deployment of midear 
missiles in five European countries later this year. 
But disag reements over the nature of East-West 
trade and agriculture seem so intractable that the 
summit may become an exercise, as a Western 


ambassador here puts it, of “ trying to hold our nose 
and survive it.” 

Nearly three months after President Reagan 
cooled the controversy over the Soviet gas pipeline 
by lifting sanctions against companies involved in 
the project, the allies remain far apart on the issues 
of con trolling credit and high -technology exports to 
the Soviet Union. In the wake of the pipeline fiasco, 
several studies were commissioned to prepare the 
ground for a joint trade policy in time for the Wil- 
liamsburg summit. 

The North Atlantic Treaty Organization is look- 
ing into the strategic dimensions of trade with the 
Soviet Union while the Organization of Economic 
Cooperation and Development is studying depen- 
dence of the allies on Soviet gas. A third group, the 
Paris-based Coordinating Committee or 
“COCOM,” is seeking ways to control the spread of 
high technology and prevent sophisticated equip- 


ment from going to die Soviet Union. 

U.S. and European officials also expressed con- 
cern that a growing conflict over subsidies to dis- 
pose of butter, wheat and poultry surpluses accumu- 
lated by American and European fanners could 
become so tense by May that talk of a trade war 
could d omina te the summit. Faced with record 
foreclosures of U.S. farms and angry demands for 
action by members of Congress, the administration 
has started to retaliate against the Europeans for 
selling farm products below world market prices. . 

Last week, the United States angered the Euro- 
peans by undercutting diem with a subsidized sale 
of 1 million tons of wheat to Egypt, one of the 
community’s traditional markets. If the United 
States carries die price war into butter or other 
goods, European officials 'warned that some puni- 
tive action may be taken against $4.5 billion worth 
of soybeans and other U.S. farm products that enter 


Old men cling to top positions in China

PEKING — 

The man who is China's head of state and who 
holds the No. 2 position in the Communist hierar- 
chy is so feeble he needs help to lift a cup of tea to 
his lips. 

He is so lacking in dexterity that he needs assis- 
tance to turn the pages of a speech, and his legs are 
so weak he needs help to stand up. Marshal Ye 
Jianying, the 85-year-old chairman of the standing 
committee of the National People's Congress 
(NPC) could not be said to have endowed the recent 
opening of tbe Chinese parliament, over which he 
presided, with a sense of vigor and purpose. 

Marshal Ye's obvious enfeeblement at the par- 
liamentary opening is a reminder that China con- 
tinues to be ruled by very old men. despite efforts in 
recent years to rejuvenate the upper reaches of the 
bureaucracy and the party. 

At the opening, several rows behind the aged 
marshal on the podium in Peking's Great Hall of the 
People, sat Deng Xiaoping, effectively China's 
leader although he does not hold the formal post. 
At 78, he is the second oldest figure on the six- 
member standing committee of the ruling Polit- 
buro. Deng remains extremely active, but a ques- 
tion being asked more frequently in China is how 
much longer be can keep it up. The veteran official 
has said he will retire by 1 985. when he will be 8 1 . 

Also prominent at the opening session of the 
NPC was Peng Zhen. a vice chairman of the Con- 
gress's standing committee and Politburo member, 
who at 80 cannot have many years of active service 
left. Presiding over the first plenary session of the 
NPC was Deng Yingchao. the widow of the late 
Premier Chou En-lai. and herself a standing commit- 
tee vice chairman and Politburo member. She is 78 
and this year looked appreciably older, grayer and 


more shriveled than she did last year. Madam Chou 
has reportedly been ill. 

Much has been made in the world’s press in 
recent weeks about the Soviet gerontocracy, but the 
average age of those filling the top six positions in 
the Chinese Communist Party hierarchy is higher 
than the equivalent top half dozen in Moscow. The 
names and ages of those on the standing committee 
of the Politburo, China's senior bracket of leaders, 
in order of precedence are: Hu Yaobang, 67; Ye 
Jianying, 85; Deng Xiaoping. 78; Li Xiannian. 77; 
Zhao Ziyang. 64; and Chen Yun, 77. The average 
age is 74.6. 

The average went up at the recent 12th Party 
Congress because the former chairman, the 61- 
year-old Mao protege Hua Guofeng, was dropped 
from the standing committee. Before the congress 
the average age of party "elders" was 72.7. The 
Politburo itself, despite the election of seven new 
members, was not rejuvenated. Of the seven, only 
Wan U is under 70. AU the rest are sep- 
tuagenarians, the oldest being 78. 

Despite the gerontocratic connexion of the top 
Chinese leadership, Deng and his supporters have 
been relatively successful in their efforts to intro- 
duce new blood at lower levels of the bureaucracy 
and the party. Many of the new ministers and -vice 
ministers are young by Chinese standards, and so. 
too. are important functionaries recently appointed 
to positions of responsibility in the party organiza- 
tion. But if nothing else, the 12th Congress demons- 
trated that the more senior Chinese officials are, the 
more tenacity they display when it comes toholditig 
on to office. 

( Mao, of course, held on to the party chairman- 
ship until he died, even though he had been seri- 
ously ill for several years. And Premier Chou died 
while stiU in office, even though he was in hospital 


with cancer for more than a year.) ’ 

Marshal Ye is the prime contemporary example 
of an ailing Chinese leader who simply refuses to 
retire, despite confident predictions that at the 
recent party congress he would step down and thus 
allow Deng to revamp the Politburo standing com- 
mittee. Marshal Ye even encouraged this specula- 
tion on the eve of the congress by quoting the words 
of a Tang dynasty poet who had written that “the 
phoenix chick sings sweeter than the older birds.” 
Yet he remained on his perch in what had all the 
appearances of a hard-fought compromise between 
party moderates and conservatives, and so, too. did 
Deng, U Xiannian and Chen Yun. despite the pred- 
ictions that all would retire to a new panel of advis- 
ers approved by the congress. . 

Marshal Ye is regarded as leader of the main 
opposition to moderate Dengist policies. Indeed, it . 
is rumored here that Ye is hanging on m the belief 
he is perhaps the only one in the "opposition” who 
can hope to moderate what the hard-liners consider 
to be dangerous Dengist excesses, such as Deng's 
apparent willingness to tolerate limited freedom in 
art and literature. 

At the NPC opening, Deng appeared not at all 
discomforted by Ye’s difficulties in performing 
even a ceremonial role. Deng spent much of the 
occasion chatting amiably with his protege, the 
party’s general secretary, Hu Yaobang, who sat to 
bis right. Marshal Ye, in remark on the eve Of the 
parliamentary session, dropped what appeared to 
be a hint that he was about to retire from his state 
positions. He said in an interview with thePeeple f s 
Daily, the Communist Patty newspaper: “I am 85, 
the future of China lies in the hands of our young 
people.” 

Chinese are perhaps wondering whether too 
much should be read into Marshal Ye’s acknow- 
ledgment of his own mortality. (Depthnews) .

LONDON — 

Bolivia’s hard-pressed government is still in deep 
trouble. Despite a month of talks, ministers from 
the MIR — Movement of the Rev olutionary Left — 
one of the three left-wing parties that make up 
President Siles Zuazo' s ruling coalition, show no 
sign of returning to the government. 

rhe MIR. Bolivia's fastest growing party, pulled 
out of the government Jan. 9 over “internal differ- 
ences,” confronting Zuazo with his first serious 
crisis since taking office last October after 18 years 
of almost uninterrupted military rule. 

After the president's own party, the National 
Revolutionary Party of tile Left, or MNR1 , the Ml R 
is the largest of the paities malting up the ruling 
UDP coalition which topped the polls in June 1980 
but was prevented from taking power by a military 
coup the next month. The resignation of the six 
ministers reflects growing discontent both inside 
the coalition and between the government and its 
supporters in the unions and the general popula- 
tion. Tbe MIR appears intent on distancing itself 
from the government's austerity program, designed 


to placate the IMF and help Bolivia meets its obliga- 
tions to international banks. 

Faced with negative growth, inflation of over 200 
percent a year, no foreign reserves and an external 
debt dose to $4 billion, Zuazo last November 
introduced an economic package aimed at paving 
the way for an agreement with the IMF for a stand- 
by credit farility. According to finance ministry 
officials, the country has no choice but to appease 
international aid organizations if it is to obtain 
badly-needed loans while, at the same time, satisfy- 
ing existing creditors — expeaally a consortium of 
foreign banks to which it must repay a total of SI35 
million by April. 

As is now apparent, the price of this external 
assistance has been high in terms of the continued 
support for the government from workers, unions 
and political allies. Crucial to tbe president’s 
economic package were steep rises in the price of 
petrol, transport and most everyday necessities. 
Subsidies to the dominant state-owned sector were 
drastically cut and the minimum wage increased by 
a mere 30 percent instead of the 150 percent 
demanded by the unions. 

After surviving the threat of an all-out national 
strike came the news that the MIR was pulling out. 


Several unsuccessful attempts at reconciliation 
have been made by the president and the country’s 
Communist Party, the PCB, which is the third 
Jaigesl member of tbe coalition. Observers in La 
Paz regard a new pact as increasingly unlikely and 
point ominously to divisions inside the MNRI itself 
as a source of further instability for die beleaguered 
regime. 

Zuazo is reported to be increasingly concerned 
over divergences between the “traditional,” more 
conservative, wing of his own party and die younger 
MPs who make up the “radical” leftist wing of the 
MNRI. 

The U.S. which resumed economic aid to BoBvia 
in October, is known to be alarmed at reports cir- 
culating in die capital that Zuazo is losing control to 
the radicals. Worried about the inclusion of two 
Communist Party members in the cabinet, the U.S . 
it is feared, will slowly tighten the noose 00 Bolivia's 
tottering economy by reducing aid a n d opp o sin g 
future credit from tbe IMF and other international 
agencies unless the president is able to curb the 
influence of his more left-wing supporters and 
resolve present internal differences within his gov- 
ernment. (LOS)

Muhammad Almana’s life begins at 80

AL KHOBAR — £t£Q sprightly in his eigh- 
ties, Muhammad Alma mi — interpreter at 
the ^ court of King Abdul Aziz ibn. Saud, 
businessman and historian — surveys his 
aseptic new domain happily. ** A0 this hospi- 
tal is my office ” he says, indicating the 
AlkJbobar hospital which beats his name. This 
is the setting as Almana settles down to tell 
Arab News of King and the country, and tbs 
dream* of health for all in their own land 

Hisstory begins as an 8-year-old lad when 
Ins father tookhimfrom his birthplace, Zub- 
.'air, Ifaq, to Bombay, India, where the elder 
Almana was one of the leading racehorse 
owners, partner with rajahs and maharajahs. 
The young Muhammad was sent to study in 
Jesuit schools, spending half the year in 
Bombay and the other half in Pune. He 
quickly picked up Hindustani, Urdu and 
Eng l ish and found himself sought out as an 
interpreter. 

“ Pteople from the Gulf came to Bombay for 
treatment,' 7 Almana recalls. “Since these 
patients knew neither English nor Urdu, they 
were directed to me for help. I was II orl2 
years old at the time. I would translate and 
they would give me a cup of tea for ray help. 
When I was 15 and 16 years old, they were 
still coming in great numbers. So I asked 
them, “you Arabs, why do you come here? 
Why don' t you get treated in your country?” 

“Muhammad, we don't have any doctors,” 
they would reply. 

“I decided then and there that, given the 
opportunity, if I was a success in my life. I'd 
make a hospital or a medical college if poss- 
ible." 

Muhammad Almana was very definitely a 
success in 1 his life, - and as the gleaming 
marble-white facade of the 200-bed Almana 
General Hospital proves, he has seen his 
childhood dream realized. To understand 
how that came to be, we must go back a bit in 
the story. 

Almana was fortunate enough to meet two 
of Ibn Saud's ministers when they were in 
Basra and was appointed chief translator for 
the king's court in 1926. Shortly after his 
appointment came the moment Almana 
remembers as the most moving in his life, 
when he and the King prayed in the mosque, 
side by side. . - • 

As chief translator for the next decade, he 
accompanied the King on all his expeditions, 
enduring the fierce beat of the sun, the thirst,: 
and the biting insects of the desert alongside 
the redoubtable monarch. Almana was party 
to everything there was to be party to, espe- 
cially oil matters. He was familiar with

Riyadh,** a simpler, smaller, and much harder 
place to live in than Makkah or Jeddah ” He 
answered the King's correspondence and 
attended the majlis which he describes as 
rather like a modern press conference. As he 
journeyed across the desert in the traveling 
court of 30 men, be would read the books of 
the famous English travelers in Arabia: 

Charles Doughty, Palgrave, and Lady Anne 
Blount. “AD were biased against the Arabs 
except perhaps Lady Anne Blount,'* recalls 
Almana.

. i'OKYO "(AP) — When former Prime 
Minister Kakuei Tanaka was arrested in July 
1976on charges of accepting bribes in the 
Lockheed payoffs scandal, lie was a vigorous

years of court battles before Japan's most 
spectacular postwar trial draws to an end. 

In Japan, where the wheels of justice often 
turn slowly, one's day in court can turn into a 
lifetime experience. 

On Jan. 26, six years after the first of 1 84 
hearings, prosecutors at the Tokyo district 
court demanded a five-year prison term for 
Tanaka, who is accused of accepting $2 mil- 
lion in bribes from the U.S. aircraft company. 
A verdict is hot expected for nine months, 
and wit£ a guilty ruling certain to be appealed 
to higher courts, it is possible that Tanaka 
. could sijill be waiting for a decision on his 70th 
birthday. 

Court officials contend that on the whole, 
trials in Japan are not much longer than in 
other countries. Aided .by the nation's low 
crime fate, criminal courts settle case in an 
ayeragp of four months, while the average 
civil court case is concluded in 12 months. 

However, with the Japanese becoming 
more sophisticated about legal processes and 
soda! problems becoming more complicated, 
trials that drag on for years have become, 
co mm bn place. 

In January, after 1 0 years of testimony, the

“Japanese traditionally go to court as a last 
resort," said former Tokyo University Law 
Professor Akira Mikazuki, “so issues taken 
to court lend to be very complicated.” 
Mikazuki, who now has his own law prac- 
tice, said the side effects of progress, such as 
pollution and the misuse of medical drugs, 
create the longest legal tangles. According to 
supreme court records, pollution and mal- 
practice cases average 40 months, three times 
the average for civil cases. 


be the most thorough in the world," with both 
sides presenting, mountainous documenta- 
tion. The prosecution summation in the 
Tanaka case ran to 560 pages, and took six 
hours to read. 

Officials of the Japan Federation of Bar 
Associations say there are not enough judges 
and lawyers to handle civil cases. Sjxikesman 
Yasuji Kondo said there is only one lawyer for 
every 9,600 people in Japan, while there is 
one for every 5 1 5 people in the United States 
and for every 1,300 people in Britain. 

The Bar examination is so difficult, Kondo 
said, that only 500 applicants pass each year, 
out of about 30,000 who take the test. 

Japan does not use the jury system, 
another reason the legal process plods at 
times, he said. Japan established a juiy law in 
1923 but since the end of World War II, from 
one to three judges have presided over all 
trials. 

In what is thought to be the longest case on 
records, the Morioka district court in north- 
ern Japan took 25 years, from 1956 to 1981, 
to reach a conclusion on a tax evasion case, 
going through 14 prosecutors and 10 judges. 

Article 37 Japan's constitution guarantees 
the right to a “speedy and public trial by an 
impartial tribunal." But only once, in an 
28-year case involving student demonstra- 
tions, has the supreme court upheld an appeal 
by defendants who claimed the drawn-out 
judgment was unconstitutional. 

Saiji Sato, an official in the supreme court 
records office, said that except for certain 
areas, such as tax and land disputes, “we 
don't think the length of trials is particularly 
abnormal.” 

■Many J apanese appear to agree. ** We legal 
scholars have pushed for measures to speed 
up trials," Mikazuki said, “but there has 
beed Little public or pressure group support." 

“The Japanese people,” he said, "think 
that if there is a difficult problem, h deserves 
lengthy consideration. There is a resistance to

pride. “And be managed it — imagine run- 
ning a kingdom, it’s not an easy thing like a 
hospital!” 

Unable to return to the King's service, he 
came back to Arabia, nonetheless, where he 
worked for Aramco as a translator from 
1936-43. In 1944, Almana switched to con- 
tracting, building Ras Tan ura, and much of 
Aramco and the Dhahran Airport. 

"But the whole time I was thinking of my 
hospital," said Almana. An American lady 
physician from San Francisco, a Dr. Young 
encouraged him in this endeavor. At that 
time there were no hospitals or doctors here, 
only a residue of Indian male nurses which 
the British had left behind in Iraq. In Kuwait 
and Muscat there were American 'mission 
hospitals. “The Americans by that time, 
however, had built up a great name here and 
in India as philanthropists and humanists,” 
and Dr. Young advised Almana to “tell the 
people of Alkhobar, Dammam and Jubail to 
get a room in each city and keep one male 
nurse." 

“I volunteered to go once a week to help 
with the work,” said Almana, “but the elders 
said, "No, we don't know what the govern- 
ment wfll say.” 

Almana thought differently, but the people 
were not prepared to accept the idea. 

" One day 1 went to see the Emir bin JQuwi 
in Dammam to ask for an operator for an ice 
plant. I spoke to an adviser to the emir who 
had been impressed by the medical treatment 
he had received from the Germans. He asked 
me, * Why bring an operator for a plant? Why 
not bring doctors?' So I called my brother 
Abdul Adz who was in Germany and told 
him to advertise for a dentist and 
ophthalmologist for me." 

In response to Abdul Aziz's ad, a dentist 
volunteered himself with his car and dental 
unit. He packed the dental gear inside the car 
and set off on the long voyage across Turkey, 
Lebanon, and down the Tapline road. 

“After the dentist had set up his office, the 
people of Al-khobar came to me and said, 
’Why have you brought us a dentist? We 
don't care about our teeth. We care about our 
eyes.'” 

“So 1 went to find an ophthalmologist." 
continued Almana. The man Almana found 
was Dr. Dieter Herman, a German physician 
who was engaged for the job at Stuttgart in 
1956. Herman wanted to become a partner in 
the hospital project but did not have the 
necessary capital. This, however, proved to 
be only a temporary setback as Almana 
explained between giggles: He married a 
Chinese girl and with her dowry of 30,000 
marks he set up partnership with me.” 

The hospital has now grown from the flats 
in which the dental and eye clinics were 
housed to a sleekly modern general hospital. 

” We have tried our level best to make it as 
English as possible, like one of the best in 
England." said Almana. (n fact, consultants 
from Harley Street pop in and ouL 

Despite his 80-odd years. Almana is still 
very aetive on the scene. He had wanted his 
hospital to be a family enterprise and has 
succeeded: his son Mansour is the dynamic 
force that implements decisions undertaken 
by his son Ibrahim whom Almana describes 
as the dynamic brain of the hospital. Since he 
disappointed his own father by refusing to 
■ study medicine, Almana is particularly aware 
of his good fortune in having his sons work 
with him. 

’* People have died or have been forgotten 
and the exploits of Ibn Saud had not been 
recorded," Almana reminisced in trying to 
explain his decision to publish his recollection 
of the years spent with Abdul Aziz. As an 
insider, Almana has given a domestic record 
of traveling with the King during his struggle 
to unify the Kingdom. And what of today? 
What might .the Sultan of Nejd say today 
were he still alive? 

" He was a very religious man and he would 
like to stick to the doctrines and tenets of 
religion as much as possible ," Almana said. 
"But he was liberal-minded and he used to 
aigue with the Bedouin about modem gim- 
micks. As long as they are of benefit to mod- 
em man, they should be utilized. If they are 
against religion, then not. If they don't over- 
lap the boundaries of religion, I think he 
would support them. Most of his conflicts 
with the Bedouin arose because be was trying 
for innovation and to make the country more 
progressive” 

IBs Indian employees last month took out 
an ad in Anti News as a glowing salute to him,- 
a tribute unusual for any boss. Modestly 
Almana explains, "I lived in India for IS 
years so. It's as if T m another Indian. I chose 
them all, each and every one... They’ re grate- 
fuL If s only natural. ” Gratitude to employers 
usually dribbles away with the hourly pres- 
sures of the job. It is a tribute to Almana’ s 
warmth of character that he keeps relations 
cordial.

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Columnist almost 
conquers computer

Ever since I bought a computer with 
which to compose columns — and transmit 
them, via Associated Press, to client news- 
papers — people have been asking me how 
the system works. 

After several months of such questioning 



r ve dead edtoputtheexpl anation on paper 
so that I won’t have to keep repeating 
myself. The explanation may also be of help 
to other novices with the same problem. 

Here, then, is an account of how a typical 
col umn is produced on the computer and 
sent to newspapers: 

1. 1 turn the machine on. This involves 
pushing the “on** side of a switch marked 
“on” and “off." Computer makes 
“mmmmwwweeeeemf” sound, like vac- 
uum cleaner going on. 

2. 1 get up and take a tranquilizer. 

3. 1 sit down at a “keyboard,” which is 
like my typewriter keyboard except that 
there are many more keys. They are marked 
“enter," “end .'* “code,” “move,” “get." 
•‘print” “find," “go tp,'J:‘‘Hne adj " “del," 
“reqst." “instr." “chg fmt " “kyb dig." 
“reqd ” and so forth. 

NOTE: It may be helpful for other 
novices to wear blinders, as I do. to block 
the view of all those other keys. They can 
make one exceedingly nervous. One false 
move with those babies and you can halt a 
robot assembly line in Tokyo. 

4. 1 insert a “floppy disk” into the “disk 
drive” unit. A floppy disk looks like one of 
those free records one gets in direct mail 
advertisements for music dubs, but this one 
doesn't actually flop because it comes in a 
stuff paper sheath. When the disk is inserted 
the machine makes whirring and humming 
and dicking sounds. 


What is happening? I have read, but do 
not necessarily believe, that while rotating 
at several hundred RPMs the disk tells a 
miniscule "chip" that it has to act as a “word 
processor,” i.e. to process words. 

5. 1 sit back and wait for the tranquilizer 
to take effect. 

6. Meanwhile, a “menu” has appeared on 
fee screen in green phosphorescent print It 
is called a menu because, like the list you are 
banded in a restaurant, it gives you a choice. 
Unlike the restaurant menu, however, it 
doesn’t have anything 1 really want. There is 
no equivalent of Peking duck. 

7. Can't read menu. It is blurred. Look 
for fine tuning knob, but remember this 
isn’t TV screen. 

8. Realize nature of problem. Go to get 
glasses. 

9. Sit down again. I have been program- 
med by my assistant, Bonnie Sheldon, to 
push “(a)” for “typing tasks.” An insistent 
flashing arrow in lower left-hand corner, 
known as a “prompter," points to message: 
“INSERT DISKETTE 2AEAJA.” 

10. Remove first floppy disk and put in 
oth er on e. Prompter says “WRONG DIS- 
KETTE. INSERT 2AEAJA.” 

1 1 . Look to see whether Bonnie is watch- 
ing. She is busy, or pretending to be busy. 
Insert coned diskette. More whirrs, dicks, 
and hums, followed by another menu. I 
have been programmed to push “(a)" 
again, which is “create document.” 

12. Prompter says “type document 
name ” I type “ODDJOB ” Then another 
menu appears that 1 don't understand, but I 
was programmed to ignore it and press 
“enter.” Do so. Prompter asks for another 
diskette. 

13. Put in diskette and type column, in 
the course of which 1 reluctantly call on 
Bonnie for assistance several times because 
prompter says things like “CANNOT 
REMOVE PAGE END” or “DELETE 
WHAT?” "INVALID KEY,” “REMOVE 
WHAT?” and “YOU ARE IN NON- 
TYPING AREA." 

14. Now comes the hard part. Essential to 
stay cool. 

The column has to be transmitted to 
Associated Press in New York. This 
involves use of another programming dis- 
kette (too complex to describe), a code at 
the top of the column (too complex to 
describe), a "modem” that mysteriously 
puts my words in a form that allows their 
passage through telephone wires, and other 
procedures too complex to describe. 

1 5. Take walk around office. Come back, 
hit “off’ switch by mistake, and column 
disappears from screen. Try “find" key. 
Nothing. Tty “get” key. Nothing. Have I 
wiped out columns? Hate to put question to 
Bonnie. Walk some more. 

16. Finally put question to Bonnie. She 
shakes head wearily, confirms that I have 
wiped out column, and suggests I write it 
again on typewriter, which I do. She then 
types it on computer and sends it to New 
York, all in the space of perhaps half an 
hour. 

17. 1 go to bathroom. Don’t want Bonnie 

to see me crying. > 


China’s Round River 
has Orwellian touch

PEKING (WP) — Through an unmarked 
archway outside the Chinese capital is a rural 
outpost called Round River Farm where 
anti -social elements and pickpockets are 
supposed to be transformed into upright sons 
of socialism. 

Round River is a camp for “re-education 
through labor,” the lowest tier of China's 
penal system, and for some the most Orwel- 
lian. It is part of a vast network of camps that 
holds tens of thousands of offenders — petty 
crooks, troublemakers and political dissi- 
dents — for up to three years without so much 
as a court hearing. 

The prosecutor, judge and jailer in these 
cases is the powerful Public Security Bureau. 
“Re-education through labor is a disciplinary 
measure, not criminal punishment” said 
Round River's deputy director, Liu Shili, dur- 
ing a visit by foreign correspondents. 

While life at Round River surely is spartan, 
the farm resembles more a penal work camp 
than a hardened prison. Inmates work long 
days tending vineyards, then cram into bare 
bunkhouses sleeping 15 men side-by-side on 
wooden planks. With daily drills in Marxist 
theory, they recite by rote their thanks to the 
party for giving them “a new lease on life." 

But the absence of armed guards, barbed 
wire and watdi towers creates an atmosphere 
of reform, albeit enforced with a strong aim. 
“We learn how to obey laws and serve the 
motherland,” explained Lai Zhiyun, 17, who 
is serving a one-year term for stealing a bicy- 
cle. “Life here is no better or no worse than 
on the outside.” 

Although Peking recently has streng- 
thened the rights of due process for the 
accused, it has kept on the books a 1957 
regulation on re-education through labor 
that allows local, extra judicial boards to send 
suspected offenders to penal farms without 
trial or legal review. 

The regulation has been criticized for giv- 
ing almost unchecked power to China’s 
shadowy police apparatus — the Public Sec- 
urity Bureau — to sweep the streets of any- 
body it regards as a social danger. The bureau 
is empowered to investigate suspects, bring 
them before “re-education” boards, help 
decide innocence or guilt and run the camps. 

For die past two years, the bureau has used 
die rale to round up political activists left 
over from the. brief democracy wall move- 
ment of 1979. 


The regulation also has served as a tool for 
locking up Chinese considered too dose to 
foreigners. Li Shuang, the avant-garde artist 
who lived with her French fiance, is serving a 
two-year re-education term in one erf Pek- 
ing's three camps. 

No such celebrities were said to be residing 
at Round River, however. Liu, a beefy man 
dressed in his white, high-collar bureau 
uniform, insisted there were no “political 
offenders” or inmates who had “unhealthy” 
contacts with foreigners. 

Liu’s breakdown of Round River's 2,410 
residents. all male — who he called “persons 
looking after the farm” — suggests an arbit- 
rary system of sentencing, with anti-sod al 
dements and bicycle thieves all serving bet- 
ween one and three years. 

Most of the “farm attendants” had been 
charged with stealing, he said. About a third 
fell into a catchall category called “hooligan- 
ism,” which induded gang fighters and 
others. A few were serving time for black- 
mail, gambling and smuggling. 

Although they sound a bit like reform 
schools for wayward youth in the West, re- 
education centers here contain inmates of all 
ages. At Round River, 16 year-old boys 
shared dormitories with 60-year-old men. 

Round River’s guards are instructed to 
treat the inmates sternly but fairly — “like 
doctors treat patients with infections,” said 
Liu. “We try to use civilized measures. We 
have very strict discipline, but corporal pun- 
ishment is strictly forbidden and we are not 
allowed to curse.” 

Nevertheless, 40 inmates escaped from the 
camp in the first half of last year, he said. All 
were caught, brought back and forced to stay 
longer as punishment. As a showplaoe pres- 
entable to foreign visitors. Round River 
offers a sharp contrast to the type of concent- 
ration camps described in first-hand accounts 
by former inmates. According to interviews 
here and published stories abroad, China 
operates penal colonies similar to those in the 
Soviet Union, where food is scarce, labor 
hard and beatings common. 

Even Round River might be less idyllic 
than depicted for foreign correspondents, 
according to a former inmate, 26 , who said he 
had spent a year there for fraternizing with a 
foreigner. “If you didn’t want to be a model 
Communist mouthing all the ridiculous 
slogans, then they’d beat itmto you,” he said, 
displaying wrist wounds he said were from 

manacles.

WASHINGTON. Feb. 15 (AP) — The 
United American Bank of Knoxville col- 
lapsed Monday, the fourth bank failure in the 
United States since Jan. 1, and federal reg- 
ulators are expecting many more such col- 
lapses before the year is out 

There were 42 failures in all of last year, 
the highest level since 1940, when 43 banks 
dosed. 

William Isaac, head of the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corp., said recently tha t he expects 
the failure pace this year “to be at least as 
busy” as in 1982. 

Regulators attribute the surge in failures — 
there were only 10 in 198 1 — to the stagnant 
economy and high interest rates, which anal- 
ysts say have made it harder for some bor- 
rowers to repay loans. 


COLOMBO, Feb. 15 (Depthnews) — 
The mighty coconut is making a dent in Sri 
Lanka's overloaded fuel oD bill. 

The promise is such that a private com- 
pany, Ceylon Tobacco Company (CTC), is 
cashing in on the production of solid fuels — 
from coconut coir dust to fuel briquettes. 

Ceylon Tobacco has set up a pilot coir 
dust processing plant in Negombo, 22 miles 
from here, in the vicinity of a fiber mill. The 
plant can turn out 4,000 kilograms of bri- 
quettes in an eight-hour working day. 

The coconut is a fibrous fruit which has 
more of a by product in it than a product. 
One of its byproducts is coir dust with no 
one knowing how to get rid of this nuisance 
waste. No use, either domestic or commer- 
cial, has been found for it so far. 

It is estimated that there are unwanted 
stockpiles dating bade 40 years, coir dust 
disgorged by the fiber mills which discharge

waste no more 

something like 150,000 tons per year. Now 
comes the briquettes plant, the machinery 
designed by Sri Lankan engineers led by 
Jatal D. Mannapperuma of the tobacco 

company. 

Coir dust has some special problems, in 
that its moisture content is high (85 per- 
cent) while it has low density. Under con- 
ventional drying conditions, the material 
needs more fuel to dry it than the fuel item 
that is produce by drying it, says Mannap- 
pexnma. 

Bat the new machinery fabricated at the 
pilot plant overcame these difficulties. 
Once the coir dust passes through these 
machines, including a large minting press, 
the briquettes come out in solidified 
lengths. In the thickness of a bamboo pole, 
the lengths can be broken up into conve- 
nient pieces for firing boilers and furnaces. 
Coir dust briquettes are not as cheap as 
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in Sri Lanka 

firewood. At present one kilo of firewood 
costs 40 Sri Lanka cents ($0.03) while one 
kflo of briquettes costs 1.50 rupees ($0.10). 

But Mannapperuma says that experi- 
ments have shown that coir dust briquettes 
could be used economically as industrial 
fuel, but not as a replacement for firewood. 
In this s ense, it is the answer to the high 
energy costs of fuel oil and electricity. 

It is ideal for small-scale industries like 
bakeries, laundries, brick-and tile- making 
works, and even in the tea industry. But its 
uses are not quite confined to small units 
with the Ceylon Tobacco Company itself 
using the briquettes in their curing proces- 
ses. Trials have shown that the briquettes 
can be used as effectively as firewood in flat 
grate furnaces designed for firewood or

BAGHDAD, Feb. 15 (R) — Asian mem- 
bers of the Group of 77 ended a preparatory 
meeting for the sixth session of the United 
Nations Conference on Trade and Develop- 
ment (UNCTAD) with a gloomy view of the 
world economic situation. 

Ministers attending the three-day session 
expressed their “serious concern that the 
economic crisis which began in the developed 
countries has assumed global dimensions 
enveloping all regions, thus contributing 
further to the deterioration in the already 
negative trends in international relations.” 

U.S. farm exports 
to Jamaica total $ 20m 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 (AP) — The 
U.S. Agriculture Department announced on 
Monday the sale of $20.5 million in U.S. 
commodities to Jamaica under the second 
phase of President Ronald Reagan’s 
blended -credit program to expand U.S. farm 
exports. 

The Jamaican sale covers $4.4 million in 
com, $1 3 million in rice, $7.5 million in soy- 
beans, $800,000 in wheat flower and $6.5 
million in lumber. 

It is being financed by $4.1 million in 
direct, interest-free federal credits and 
another $16.4 million in government-backed 
loans from commercial banks. 

The second phase of the blended credit 
program, announced by Reagan last Jan. 1 1, 
totals $250 million in direct, interest-free 
federal loans and another $1 billion in gov- 
ernment loan guarantees. The first phase, 
announced last October, totaled $100 million 
in direct government loans and $400 million 
in guarantees. 

It was through the blended credit program 
that the U.S. last month sold one million 
metric tons of wheat flour to Egypt, recaptur- 
ing the lion’s share of the market that. was. 
being dominated by the French. 


Thirty countries and die Palestine Liberation 
Organization fPLO) attended the meeting. 

The declaration said the economic 
development needs of developing countries 
fating sharp falls in their export earnings had 
“greatly intensified their resort to external 
borrowing.” 

The to tel debt erf the developing countries, 
in consequence, now stood at over $600 bil- 
lion. 

The ministers noted that the growth of pro- 
tectionism in the developed countries had 
seriously curtailed the exports of developing 
countries, it said. 

In this regard, the ministers “deplored the 
persistent retreat from the principle of liberal 
trading and the dangerous trend toward pro- 
tectionism by the developed countries, and 
called upon them to reduce and eliminate 
such barriers to trade and abstain from taking 
any new protectionist measures.” 

The Asian ministers called for a speedy 
conclusion to negotiations on an interna- 
tional code of conduct on the transfer of 
techology and for formulation and adoption 
of a strategy for the technological transfor- 
mation of developing countries. 

The declaration said: “What is needed is a 
parallel set of polities, including both a prog- 
ram of crisis management consisting of a set 
of immediate measu resin favor of developing 
countries in areas of critical importance to 
them as well as basic restructuring of the 
world economy aimed at the establishment of 
the new international economic order.” 

The ministers noted with profound disap- 
pointment the “continuing lack of political 
will on the part of some developed countries 
which in some cases has even led to a retrac- 
tion of previous commitments”. 

African and Latin American members of 
the Group of 77 will meet separately in 
March. The whole Group of 77 is scheduled 
to meet at the end of March ahead of the sixth. 
UNCTAD in Belgrade in June.

Toyota-GM deal in offing 

Japan’s curbs on car 
exports to U.S. stay 


TOKYO, Feb. 15 (Agencies) — Japan 
Tuesday announced that it would continue to 
restrain car exports to'the United States and 
Canada this year and said a joint car produc- 
tion deal between Toyota and General 
Motors would help the U.S. motor industry. 

The companies have agreed in principle to 
produce jointly a small car for the U.S. mar- 
ket from early 1985 at a General Motors 
plant in California with a Japanese- 
appointed manager. Toyota said about half 
the car's content would be of American 
origin. 

Japan's international trade and industry 
minister, Sadanori Yamanaka, told reporters 
the Toyota- General Motors deal would con- 
tribute to the revitalization of idle American 
factories and increase employment in the 
United States. 

The minister said in a statement that Tokyo 
would continue to hold car exports to the 
UJS. at 1.68 milli on for a third year from 
April 1 but added that the agreement would 
not be continued into a fourth year.

The Trade Ministry also said Tuesday that 
Japanese car exports to Canada for the first 
six months of 1983 would be less than 
79,000, or 12 percent lower than the 90,000 
sent in the same period a year ago.

Under the 12-year agreement which 
requires approval by the U.S. Federal Trade 
Commssion, Toyota and General Motors will 
put up $150 million each for the production 
of a 1 600 c.c. car at FremonL This car will be 
an enhanced version of the “ Corolla” and 
will be marketed from the end of next year. 

The plant will have a 3,000 workstaff and 
another 9,000 jobs will be created indirectly. 
Initial output target is 200,000 units per 
annum . 

Toyota has traditionally been more 
hesitatant than its rivals Nissan and Honda in 
the realm of international strategy. It was 
urged by the U.S. authorities and United 
Auto Workers in 1980 to set up in the United 
States. 

Britain confirms 
stockpiling minerals 

LONDON, Feb. 15 (R) — The British 
government has decided to establish a small 
stockpile of strategic minerals but details are 
confidential, British parliamentary Under- 
secretary of State for Industry John Mac- 
Gregor said. 

In reply to a written question, MucGregor 
told the House of Commons (lower house) 
most of the purchases planned for this year 
have been made or arrangements for them 
are at an advanced stage. 

He said further details of the stockpile will 
be given in a supplementary estimate to be 
submitted to the house shortly. 

A department of industry spokesman 
declined to elaborate on the statement but 
said a report on the subject in the Financial 
Times was accurate.

U.S. proposes $ 7.5b plan 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 15 (R) — 'Die 
White House is proposing a $7.5 billion 
program of public works jobs, emergency 
food and shelter assistance and extended 
unemployment benefits, congressional 
Democratic leaders said. 

Budget Director David Stockman and 
White House Chief of Staff James Baker out- 
lined the administration's proposal at a secret 
meeting last Thursday with House Speaker 
Thomas O'Neill and other Democrats. 

Some of the details of the administration's 
proposal came to light Monday, and O'Neill 
said the package may go to the House floor 
for virtually certain approval as early as next 
week. 

The administration' s plan calls for $4 . 1 bil- 
lion to stimulate jobs. $250 million for 
emergency assistance. $2.9 billion for 
extended unemployment benefits and $276 
million for employment services. 

The White House is sending the proposal 
to Congress under strong pressure from 
both Republicans i and Democrats in an effort 
to relieve serious problems created by the 
recession.

Regan, in testimony before the Senate 
Banking Committee, said the legislative 
proposals will be submitted “formally within 
a very few days." 

He said it was very important that the 
United States reach “an orderly resolution" 
of the problems now facing the international 
financial system. He said the IMF must play a 
key role in this attempt. 

Regan said the funds should be appropri- 
ated to assist the IMF because of the effects of 
world financial difficulties on trade and other 
financial developments important to the U.S. 

Regan said a squeeze on earnings and capi- 
tal positions from losses on foreign loans 
would impair banks' ability to finance world 
trade. 

He told the committee that the U.S. gov- 
ernment itself also faces a potential exposure 
to the losses through federal lending prog- 
rams administered by the Export-Import 
Bank and the Commodity Credit Coip. 

He said that if loans extended or guaran- 
teed under these programs go sour, “die U.S. 
treasury — meaning the U.S. taxpayer — 
would be left with the loss." 

UAE 9 s economy 
remains stable 

ABU DHABI. Feb. 15 (WAM) — The 
economy of the UAE remained sound 
throughout 1982 which can be regarded as 
the year of consolidation of the economic 
gains in the UAE "despite the plethora of 
undermining extraneous influences, includ- 
ing the weakness in the world market for 
crude oil." 

This was revealed in the latest issue of 
Trade and Industry, the official journal of the 
Dubai Chamber of Commerce and Industry. 

The economic policy of the country was 
described as "pragmatic' 1 the journal said 
UAE enjoys the distinction of being perhaps 
the only country in the world having a free 
enterprise economy. 

"It is creditable that the economic policies 
pursued by the UAE have evoked plaudits 
from the International Monetary Fund 
(IMF). The executive directors of the IMF 
have also praised UAE’s aid to poor coun- 
tries....UAE is one the few oil-producing 
countries which have registered a balance of 
payment surplus notwithstanding the cut in 
oil prices as well as output. 

The journal, quoting the 19S2 data sheet 
published in Washington by the Population 
Reference Bureau, revealed that the UAE 
has the highest per capita GNP in the world.

Welfare states not feasible 

BRUSSELS, Feb. 15 (AP) — Western 
European governments have awakened from 
their postwar dreams of creating perfect wel- 
fare states. 

From Denmark, where some old age pen- 
sions are being cut this year, to Italy, where 
subsidies for medicine have been lowered, 
nearly a dozen recession-gripped govern- 
ments mil try to spend less money in 1983 for 
social programs. And If unemployment gets 
worse, as experts predict, the search for chts •' 
may continue for several years. 

‘.'Whether they’re Socialist or not, the gov- 
ernments are now following the same path ” 
said Philip Calderbank, an economist in the 
European Common. Maikefs social affairs - 
department "They are all trying to find ways 
to save money on social security.” : 

It’s been 96 years since imperial Germany 
established Europe's first nationwide pen- 
sion system. Since then governments in-

Oman said cutting oil price 


BAHRAIN, Feb. 15 (R) — Oman: has 
reopened talks with its oil company custom- 
ers on cutting the price of its crude, informed 
oil industry sources said Tuesday. 

They said the Omanis appeared to be offer- 
ing a $4 discount on the current official price 
of just over $34 a barrel. 

Oman produces only 350,000 barrels of oil : 
a day and it is not a member of the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC). It is a member of the six-country 
Gulf Cooperation CounciL 

Industry analysts said a confirmed reduc- 
tion in Oman’s price would be of consider-, 
able significance. O man first began talking to 
the oil companies about a cut in its price last 
December. Industry sources said it offered a 
$2.50 a barrel reduction to Japanese refiners 
but a major European oil company insisted 
on a $4 cut 

Oman halted an earlier round of price talks 
to await the outcome of last month's Geneva ' 
meeting of OPEC at which the exporter 
group failed to come up with an output- 
sharing formula to defend its $34 benchmark 
price. 

The industry analysts said it was not dear if 
the companies were still willing to at»rat a $4_ 
discount;’ since tire gap between offtaaf prices " 
and those on the depressed spot or non- 
contract market had widened even further. 

Industry sources said Oman wanted its cus- 
tomers to accept a fixed price for all of 1 983, 


but companies were reluctant to become 
locked into levels which might appear high if 
'• an OPEC price-cutting war developed. 

The oil. industry expects Gulf ofi ministers 
to meet soon to coordinate strategy on deal- 
ing: with. the cal glut that is at the root of the 
pricing crisis.

“WASHINGTON, (WP) — Lawsuits filed 
on behalf of seven children and tbehr parens 
in the U.S. allege that the children wens bom 
wthontamB or legs or with other grave Innb 
d efo rmities because their mothers took ben- 
de diri , the only gowsrament-approved drag 
for the “morning sickness” of early pre- 
gnancy. 

Lawyers have been retained on behalf of 
seven more similarly deformed chlkhen and 
their parents. The 14 cases of severe malfor- 
mations open a new chapter in a ctm thming 
controversy about whether bendectin taken 
in the first several weeks after conception has 
a cause-effect link to any of several birth 
d efe c t s, ranging from deft palates to poten- 
tially fatal hernias. 

. . The Food and' Drug' Administration is 
cjHtuuning the cases but says that no ev ide nce 
tt> date esta b lishes causal connections. The 
FDA’s most relentless critic, the Peddle Citi- 
zen Health Research Group (HRG), and the 
manufacturer, Menell Dow Pharmaceuticals 
Inc, took the same position. 

“Because bendectin is widely used in pre- 
gnancy (about 20 percent of pregnant women 
have used it in the past), many abnormalities 
will occur in babfes exposed to the drug. 


TOBACCO THREAT 
THEN AND NOW 


Far Mr. A -• I believe you .will be interested in how doctors felt 
about tobacco years ago as contrasted to present day beliefs. For 
example, I’ve been reading an editorial which appeared in the Jour - 
naltjf&e American Medical Association September 16, 1905. Here 
are some partial quotes: 

“Next to alcohol, there is probably no substances used by man 
which has been so vfiEfiedand condemned as tobacco. There were at 
one time European countries in which smoking was Illegal, and in 
Turkey the offense was, for a short period, punishable by death. 

“The attitude of certain persons in authority regarding the practice 
of smoking daring the early days of the habit is shown by the words of 
James X of England, expressed in his celebrated ‘Counterblaste to 
Tobacco.’ He describes smoking as ‘a custom loathsome to the eye, 
hateful to tire nose, harmful to the brain, dangerous to the lungs, and 
in the gtinkfag black fumes thereof nearest resembling the horrible 
Stygian smoke cf the pit that is bottomless.’ 

“The consumption of this substance in its various forms reaches an 
enormous figure each year, and one is temp ted to ask, if it so harmfnl, 
why do not-phyaaans see more of its ill effects? 

“Tobacco is undoubtedly injurious during childhood and youth — 


sickness’ drug and birth defects 


whether or not the drug caused them,'* the 
FDA said. The agency also urged women to 
read the leaflet enclosed in the parfray and 
renewed its advice that bendectin “should be 
used only when more, conservative treatment 
of nausea and vomiting has faile d." 

In C in c inna ti a Merrefl Dow spokesman 
said that each of the 14 cases“must be looked 
at individually. There are variations from 
case to case, and no two are alike. Such things 
as the type of defect, when bendectin was 
taken, other drugs that may have been 
in g ested and genetic factors are among those 
that must be examined^. “We stiH contend 
that the dreg is the most tested one for pre- 
gnant women, and the accumulated human 
studies continue to show a lack of association 
between use of bendectin and an increase in 
birth defects,” the spokesman said. Similarly, 
tbe FDA said that “two dozen studies involv- 
ing exposures to bendectin during pregnancy 
have not shown a link between (it) and limb- 
reduction defects." 

The chief plaintiffs? lawyer, James G. 
Butler of Los Angeles, pointed out that the 
human studies have been faulted by the 
FDA’s own medical officers. He urged FDA 
oommissiouer Arthur Hull Hayes Jr. to halt 
sales of bendectin. Butler also cited a two- 
month-old federally funded study indicating 



that women in early pregnancy who swal- 
lowed the original bendectin tablets may 
have quadrupled the risk of pyloric stenosis, a 
birth defect of the stomach that restricts an 
infants ability to eat and can cause severe 
dehydration and malnutrition. 

Butler is a long time legal adversary of the 
company, having won a 52.75 million jury 
award against it in 1972 for a legless child 
whose mother had taken thalidomide, a 
sedative- tranquilizer that caused thousands 
of such severe injuries worldwide in the 
1960s. Thalidomide was “tested” but not 
sold here. Over the last two years, Butler said 
in an interview, lawyers around the country 
who knew of his thalidomide victory referred 
most of the 14 cases. Hie said he intends to 
seek compensatory and punitive damages for 
all of the children. 

In addition, the U.S. district court in Cin- 
cinnati is conducting pre-trial proceedings in 
about 150 bendectin cases in which various 
birth defects are alleged. The parents of the 
14 children — nine boys and five giris ranging 
in age from 3 to 20 — have released photos 
showing the deformities and statements 
about their cases to the FDA and to the 
Washington Post At the time Butler was pre- 
paring for trial of one of the lawsuits. 

The plaintiff, Anne E. Kofler, 3, has no

the evidence that it is to any great degree injurious to the mature 
adult is much less strong.” 

At last, Mr. A., physicians do “see more erf its ill effects.” Over a 
period of 75 years, much of the evidence is in. These are the reasons 
why doctors warn their patients against smoking and smoke less 
themselves: coronary heart disease, hypertension, disease in the leg 
arteries, emphysema, chronic bron diiris, lung cancer, duodenal 
ulcer etc. A list long enough to scare anyone — doctors included.

Six are 
aimless: Anne Kofler, a boy with shortened 
thigh bones, a boy with a severely deformed 
left leg and Tawana Herring, 19, of Washing- 
ton. Matthew Demeriit, 13, of Inglewood, 
bom without legs, played E.T.” in the movie 
of the same name, Butler said. Pauline Sand. 
7, of Fairfield, has stubs for arms and no right 
leg. The company spokesman said there is 
“no record" that Pauline's mother took the 
drug. 

For 20 years after bendectin went on sale in 
1956, it contained a now-abandoned anti- 
spasm compound, a vitamin and an antihis- 
tamine called doxylamine succinate. Abroad, 
the company continues to sell the tbxee-pan 
mixture as debendox, lenotan and meriben- 
tal. Two 1981 animal studies, called “pre- 
liminary and unconfirmed" in the current 
official bendectin labeling, are cited in court 
papers filed in court by Butler. One showed a 
possible link between doxylamine and poten- 
tially fatal hernia in rats. The second found a 
hole in the heart wall of seven fetuses of 
monkeys given the current version of the 
drug, which combines doxylamine with a vita- 
min. 

Butler also has filed animal studies indicat- 
ing that doxylamine, as well as many other 
antihistamines and potent drugs, can damage 
the nerve that controls of the development of 
an embryo's brain and spinal cord and can 
upset normal limb development. The studies 
go back to one published in 1950 by a Uni- 
versity of Califo rnia biologist. 

The FDA rated bendectin “effective” in 
1976 after the anti- spasm compound was 
dropped but had rated it “ineffective” at an 
earlier point But HRG Director Sidney M. 
Wolfe says that FDA files contain not a single 
study showing bendectin to be effective as 
required by law.

WASHINGTON — In a major advance 
in genetic engineering, U.S. scientists trans- 
ferred a gene from rats to unborn mice, in 
the laboratory, resulting in mice that grew 
to twice the normal weight. 

“This is the first time we have seen such 
dramatic express cm of a transferred gene 
throughout an entire animal,” says Dr. Wil- 
liam Sadler, erf the Department of Health 
and Human Services, which supported the 
research. 

Important future applications of this new 
technology could lead to an increase in the 
world’s food supply through the develop- 
: meat of larger farm animals. 

Scientists have speculated for some years 
about the possibility of transferring genes 
from me animal to another as a way of 
replacing defective or missing genes. Until 
now, however, there had been no indica- 
tions that the transferred genes worked in a 
useful manner. 

The critical features erf the experiments 
was the fusion of a strong and active regulat- 
ing genetic element to a useful gene. The 
investigators combined the gene that pro- 
duces growth hormone in the rats with a 
regulating element from a blood protein 
gene of mice. This fused gene complex was 
transferred to fertilized mouse eggs. 

The eggs containing the injected gene 
complex were then placed in surrogate 
mothers where they continued their 
^development. A number of the injected 


eggs gave rise to healthy embryos which 
were bom after the usual gestation period. 
Although the newborn mice appeared nor- 
mal, within the next few weeks many of 
them grew very rapidly and continued grow- 
ing until their body weights were almost 
twice that of normal mice. 

The accelerated growth of these animals 
and their large size clearly indicated that the 
injected genes were working in the develop- 
ing mice. 

Although it is not now possible to apply 
this technology to humans, it nevertheless 
has a number of important implications. 
The experiments show that it is possible to 
transfer genes from one animat to another 
and to have the transferred genes function , 
in a more or less normal way. Applications , 
of this technology to large farm animals may 
have practical consequences. The ability to 
accelerate growth rates in domestic animals i 
could have beneficial effects by increasing I 
the yield and quality of meat and milk. 

An especially important advantage is that 
the injected genes should be passed to the 
anima l" s offspring which, in turn, are likely 
to produce large amounts of the desired 
gene products. 

Finally, these discoveries will provide 
productive lines of experimentation in 
laboratory animals, allowing new 
approaches to the study of modem molecu- 
lar biology which should lead to a better 
unders tanding of both congenital diseases 
and cancer. •>

Bridge is an easy game — 
provided you make the right 
bids and plays all the time. 
Usually, the right bids and 
plays can be logically deduc- 
ed; the most difficult part erf 
the game is to play errorless- 
ly, bid after tod, play after 
play, band after band. 

Consider this deal played by 
Emma Jean Hawes in the Na- 
tional Open Pairs champion- 
shy) the year she won the 
event with Dr. John W. Fisher 
as her partner. She got to four 
hearts as shown. She did 
no thing sensational — ghg did 
the right thing each time it 
was her turn — and wound up 


making four hearts. 

But obviously Mrs. Hawes 
must have done something 
good, since the other North- 
South pairs who played the 
hand either didn’t reach four 
hearts or, if they did* didn’t 
make it. 

A diamond was led. The first 
good play by Mrs. Hawes was 
to win the trick in her hand, 
not the dummy. She had 
already planned the entire 
play of the hand, and this re- 
quired winning the diamond 
with the queen. Then, after 
three rounds of trumps, Mrs. 
Hawes led a spade and finess- 
ed the nine. Why the nine? 
We'll come back to that in a 
moment 

East won with the queen and 
led the A-K-Q of clubs. Mrs. 
Hawes ruffed, played a dia- 
mond to the king, and led the 
king of spades. East covered 
with the ace, making 
dummy’s jack a trick, and 
declarer later discarded her 
diamond loser on it. 

The bidding provided the 
clue for the deep spade 
finesse. East’s notrump bid 
had indicated 16 to 18 points. 
He therefore had to have the 
A-Q of spades. Playing 
dummy’s jack or king was 
therefore a hopeless gesture. 
The nine play, however, of- 
fered a reasonable chance 
that West had the ten. 

The reasoning was certainly 
simple enough. AQ that was 
needed was the presence to 
mind to play the nine.

100 reported slain in Assam massacre of fire; arson rul ed out 


NEW DELHI. Feb. 15 (R) — Senior offi- 
cials and police Tuesday rushed to the scene of 
a repotted massacre involving tribal gangs 
armed with bows, arrows and spears in 
India’s strife-tom northeastern state of 
Assam. 

An Assam government spokesman said in 
the state capital of Gauhad that the situation 
in the central Darning district was under con- 
trol after tribesmen went on the rampage~in 
15 villages last weekend. The state-run All 
India Radio quoted the spokesman as saying 
10 bodies bad been found so far and 1.000 


village huts burned down. 

But press reports Tuesday said at least 100 
died in the massacre, about 150 kilometers 
northeast of Gauhati. The reports said gangs 
armed with spears, machetes and bows and 
arrows attacked Assamese villagers and 
drove them from their homes in raids starting 
around midnight last Saturday. Lf the mas- 
sacre figure is confirmed it will take the over- 
all death toll in election-linked violence in the 
past two weeks to well over 200. 

The elections are bitterly opposed by 
Assamese political and student groups 


Moscow visit begins today 

Cheysson to meet Gromyko 


PARIS. Feb. 15 (AFP) — Foreign Minis- 
ter Claude Cheysson is to begin an official 
visit to the Soviet Union Wednesday as both 
Paris and Moscow are said to be anxious to 
preserve a dialogue despite major disagree- 
ments on three key issues. 

Cheysson' s visit,' the first to Moscow of a 
French foreign minister since 1979, is not 
expected to resolve all the outstanding differ- 
ences in Franco-Soviet relations as the cir- 
cumstances that have provoked the 
divergence of views have not changed, 
according to one informed French source. 

The foreign minister is scheduled to meei 
his Soviet counterpart. Andrei Gromyko. A 
meeting with Soviet leader Yuri Andropov — 
where major steps toward improving dip- 
lomatic ties could be taken — has not been 
officially planned. But at the same time, such 
an encounter has not been completely ruled 
out.

N-war threat 
growing, says 
U.N. chief 

GENEVA, Switzerland, Feb. 15 (AP) — 
U.N. Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar said Tuesday the threat of nuclear 
war is growing but there is increasing aware- 
ness that it would be a “conflict in which there 
will be no winners.” 

Addressing the 40-nation United Nation's 
Disarmament Committee, he said the danger 
of nuclear war breaking out “seems to have 
increased with the advent of new weapons 
and their greater accuracy of delivery.” But 
he said in public debate, “the realization is 
dawning that the choice is between new gen- 
erations of weapons and future human gen- 
erations." 

“At the heart of the public movement that 
is new gathering strength lies a deepening 
understanding ... of foe true nature of nuclear 
war. a conflict in which there will be no win- 
ners. and what will be left has been described 
as a republic of grass and insects.” 

While stressing "the special and heavy 
responsibility" of the nuclear weapon pow- 
ers. the secretary-general said effective 
measures to promote conventional disarma- 
ment were equally essential “to help prevent 
the violence we see today in many parts of foe 
world.” 

“As a national of a developing country I 
am especially concerned at the grievous and 
senseless waste of resources on armaments 
which could instead be used to meet funda- 
mental requirements" in the Third World, 
said Perez de Cuellar. 

Javier Perez de Cuellar also said at a press 
conference that he rejects foe United States 
plan that self-rule for Southwest Africa must 
be linked to withdrawal of Cuban troops from 
neighboring Angola. 

Perez de Cuellar also said the black-ruled 
states near South Africa are increasingly 
impatient with U.N. sanctioned efforts to 
negotiate an end to Pretoria's administration 
of Southwest Africa, a sprawling, mineral- 
rich territory commonly known as Namibia. 


Cheysson will be preparing the ground for a 
visit to the Soviet Union of President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand. 

Franco-Soviet ties were profoundly shaken 
hv the Soviet intervention in Afghanistan, 
the upheavals in Poland and by a sharply 
contradictory analysis of the balance of forces 
in Europe — which France contends was 
upset with the installation of Soviet SS-20 
missiles targeted on Western Europe. The 
gap separating Paris and Moscow on these 
issues has not appreciably narrowed and is 
not likely to during Cheysson' s visit. 

But thie French are nonetheless convinced 
that the dialogue must be strengthened and 
endowed with a greater degree of formality. 
The critical point in the foreign minister s 
upcoming discussions is almost certain to be 
European security, where France and the 
Soviet Union currently remain far apart in 
their respective positions. 

Soviet leader have reportedly been sur- 
prised that France has aligned itself with the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) 
on the planned deployment of 572 U.S.- 
made Pershing and Cruise missiles in West- 
ern Europe later this year. France is no longer 
a member of the military wing of the alliance 
and none of the missiles is to be deployed on 
its territory. 

For the Soviet Union, as reflected in a 
recent commentary by the Novosti news 
agency, the deployment of the NATO rock- 
ets will not reinforce the security of France, 
which, the agency stressed, already possesses 
a considerable nuclear potential. 

Cheysson and Gromyko are likewise 
expected to discuss major international 
issues, most notably Afghanistan, Poland, the 
Iran- Iraq war and the Middle East. On the 
laiter point, observers have noted. Franco 
and the Soviet Union do share a similar 
analysis. 

Cheysson will also sign an agreement cov- 
ering a new 1 0-year program of scientific and 
technical cooperation. 

The late burial 

NAVARRE, Ohio. Feb. 15 /AP) — 
Thirty-nine years after he died. Aim\ Lt. 
Charles Robert Steiner was buried by his 
family and honored as an unforgotten hero. 

’Tm glad we have him back here. ' said his 
sister, Velma Zimmerman, after the weekend 
funeral and burial here, as she clutched a flag 
that had draped his casket. Steiner w as in 
1 944 when his plane went down in the jungles 
of New Guinea. The wreckage was not found 
until last April, and identification was com- 
pleted last month. 

On Saturday. Steiner's remains lay in a 
casket at the rear of a church and about i L'M 
persons paid their last respects. There were 
no tears, just stoic faces, as they listened to 
Harold Hennigcr Eulogize Steiner and others 
who died in the combat. 

” Most of us in this sanctuary lived through 
World War II.” Hennigersaid.' Icame back, 
and so did my brothers. But a lot didn't. We 
had a real love for this nation, and so did 
Robert,” he said. 

Mrs. Zimmerman recalled, “the last day he 
left for overseas, I can still see him going 
■ down the steps. It was going through my mind 
that I might never see him again."

Bangladesh. The predominantly Hindu 
Assamese say they are in danger of being 
swamped by foe immigrants who have been 
pouring into foe state since the 1950s. 

Prime Minister Indira Gandhi’s decision to 
call elections, which began Monday, was 
made after negotiations between foe gov- 
ernment and the Assamese militants broke 
down. Many pre-poU deaths came as police 
fired to disperse violent crowds attacking 
candidates or groups of police. At least 40 


persons have died in clashes between Assam- 
ese and immigrants. 

A government spokesman said tension had 
been high in Darning since last Friday after 
an "aggressive campaign” by anti-election 
militants.

U.K. search uncovers bones 


LONDON. Feb. 15 (AP) — Thirty police 
trainees, scraping through waste ground with 
their fingers, uncovered "a significant 
amount of human bones "Tuesday behind the 
north London house where police believe 14 
mass murder victims lie buried. 

Detective chief Supt. Norman Briers, lead- 
ing the search, said the bones were six inches 
or smaller, but gave no other details. He said 
the search area around 195 Melrose Ave. in 
the L'ricklewood district will be extended. 

"They have found a significant amount of 
human bone together with a large quantity of 
personal, clothing." He added, however, that 
the clothing could have been dumped there 
by people from neighboring houses. 

Briers disclosed that detectives digging in 
the garden of the house also found part of a 
jawbone with some teeth attached Tuesday. 
This could be a vital clue because it will abie 
police to identify' the apparent victim through 
dental records. 

The cadets were called in from nearby 
Hendon police college to comb a thickly 


weeded 60-foot strip of waste ground behind 
the garden of the two-story Melrose. Avenue 
house. 

The trainees, working on their hands and 
knees in near-freezing temperatures, were 
aiding detectives who have already dug up a 
pile of human bones in the yard. 

Police suspect the bodies of 13 or 14 drif- 
ters are buried around the house where they 
were butchered in what is shaping up to be 
Britain's worst mass murder case. 

“The cadets have only been training for 
three months, but they know what to do,” a 
senior officer told reporters. “They're very 
keen.” 

Detective chief Supt. Geoffrey Chambers, 
the Scotland Yard officer leading the mass 
murder investigation, disclosed Monday 
night that detectives have established poss- 
ible identies for six of those believed slain 
since 1 975. He declined to release the names 
culled from a list of 2,000 men missing in 
London since 1975. but said detectives were 
trying to contact relatives. 


Reagan to promote army spending 


W ASHINGTON. Feb. 15 IAP) - U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan s aides, looking for 
ways to boost domestic support for the 
administration's defense budget, are embark- 
ing on a new program intended to publicize 
the reasons behind various elements of 
America's military spending. 

The administration hired as a consultant 
William Greener, a deputy White House 
press secretary and assistant secretary of 
defense for public affairs in the administra- 
tion of President Gerald Ford. 

Deputy While House press secretary Larry 
Spcakcs said Greener, a vice president of a 
pharmaceutical company and a 2l)-year vete- 
ran of Washington public- relations work, was 
asked to work, was asked to work as a consul- 
tant ’ to develop some ideas with regard to 
the defense budget." 

Speakes said that "certain public opinion 
polls indicate the support of the defense build 
up is not as strong' as it was when Reagan 
first took office. 

Greener said William Clark. Reagan's 
national security adviser, “asked me to come 
in a look al ways to explain the defense 


budget to the American people" 

Meanwhile, top U.S. military officials are 
expected to approve production of the con- 
troversial F- 1 8 jet for carrier-based bombing 
missions but a decision on the ultimate 
number to be bought probably will hinge on 
navy studies, navy and defense sources said 
Monday. 

In a related development, the Reagan 
administration might challenge Congress- 
men's favorite military projects if they press 
too hard for cuts in the defense budget, a key 
defense official says. 

The official, who spoke on condition that 
he remain anonymous, told the Associated 
Press that the Defense Department might 
propose a list of U.S. military bases for clos- 
ing. The bases located around the country are 
considered prestige-and job-producing 

plums for the members of Congress who have 

them in their home districts. 

Bui he said the department might make 
such a move "if the heat gets heavy” in the 
budget battle. " We’ve got a list of bases we’d 
like to get rid of he said. 


S. Africa denies 
hand in bombing 

CAPE TOWN, Feb. 15 (AP) — South 
Africa' has denied it bombed a fatff depot m 
Lesotho and said allegations by the mountain 
kingdom of South African involvement were 
“ baseless charges ... made to obscure the crit- 
ical internal situation in Lesotho.” ' 

The South African comment came m a 
statement released by the Foreign Affairs 
Ministry late Monday night. The South Afri- 
can Press Association, meanwhile, reported 
it received a telephone cal 1 from a man iden- 
tifying himself as a member of the Lesotho 
Liberation Army, claiming responsibility for 
the blast that destroyed some 200,000 liters 
of petroleum products, six fuel tanks and an 
adjacent steel products factory in Maseru. 

The Lesotho Liberation Army is the milit- 
ary wing of the Lesotho land Congress Party, 
the chief opponent of Prime Minister Leabua 
Jonathan's government. Jonathan's govern- 
ment says South Africa backs the Liberation 
Army, which has claimed responsibility for at 
least seven bomb attacks since November.

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Hinckley regains consdousness 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 15 (AP) — John 
W. Hinckley Jr., the man h ho shut President 
Ronald Reagan, regained consciousness 
Monday as authorities continued to probe 
how he got the chemicals used in his third 
apparent suicide arrempi since he has been in 
custody. 

Hinckley. 27. had been taking the anti- 
depressant drug imipramine. Bui Wayne 
Pines, a spokesman for the psychiatric hospi- 
tal where Hinckley had been held before his 
latest brush with death, said patients arc sup- 
posed to be under the watch of attendants 
whenever lhe> take medication. 

Hinckky was found semi-conscious Sun- 
day on the floor of his room at St. Elizabeths 


Hospital, where* he had been confined since 
his acquittal by reason of insanity last June. 
Officials said he was close to dying Since 
then, his condition has not permitted ques- 
tioning about what he took or how he got it. 
Pines said. Hiitidey was moved ro intensive 
care at Southeast Community Hospital, 
guarded by U.S. marshals and observed by 
psychiatrists. 

The episode marked Hinckley’s third 
apparent suicide attempt since he was seized 
after shooting Reagan, White House press 
secretary James Brady, a secret service agent 
and a Washington policeman March 30, 
IW1. 
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
